AIDS vigil takes on 
new significance 
this year

H istory often swings full circle, 
and with AIDS there is no ex¬ 
ception. Facing a rise in HIV in¬ 
fections and a younger population 
that has not watched their friends die 
rapidly, community members will re¬ 
member the dead and fight compla : 
cency at the annual AIDS Candlelight 
Vigil, initiated in 1983 in San Francis¬ 
co and New York and now the world’s 
largest grassroots event, taking place 
in over 400 cities and towns in over 60 
countries. 

This year’s local march on Sunday, ' 
May 20. will be Jed by people with 
AIDS holding the original banner 
from the first march in 1983 pro¬ 
claiming, “Fighting for Our Lives.” 
The procession leaves the intersection 
of Market and Castro at 8 p.m. and 
marches to the San Francisco Public 
Library, where there will be speeches, 
music, performance art, and remem¬ 
brances held on the steps. 

Sunday’s march - run entirely by 
volunteers and fiscally sponsored by 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
and co-sponsored by Survive AIDS - 
comes just weeks before the official 
20-year anniversary of the emergence 
of the AIDS epidemic, and is signifi¬ 
cant in many ways. The march has al¬ 
ready seen the involvement and out¬ 
reach of many different groups who 
seek to make the event socially uplift¬ 
ing as well as a reminder that AIDS is 
indeed still a very unglamorous killer. 

Although always in need of funds 
(the march spends money on public¬ 
ity as well as necessities like sign lan-

T he B-52’s will headline the 
main stage, entertainment 
for the 31st annual San 
Francisco LGBT Pride Pa¬ 
rade and Celebration, to be held 
the weekend of June 23-24, or¬ 
ganizers announced this week. 

Also a hugely popular draw, 

MeShell Ndegeocello will head 
up the new venue known as 
“Nectar,” an all women’s stage 
for deejay spinning, live music, 
and other performances. Other 
new venues at Pride this year in¬ 
clude “The Soul of Pride,” a 
stage programmed by the 
African American community 
sponsored by the Black Brothers 
Esteem program; an enhanced 
“Youth Zone” centered on a 
booth created by Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Informa¬ 
tion Center; and an elders area 
staffed by New Leaf Communi¬ 
ty Outreach Services. 

Late Tuesday, May 15, it was 
also announced that openly 
transgender Israeli singing sen¬ 
sation Dana International will 
perform. In May 1998, she won the Eurovi¬ 
sion Award for her song, “Diva.” In Israel, she 
is one of the country’s most popular artists, 
and although religious conservatives have 
tried to have her music and videos banned, 
she has become a symbol for freedom, power, 
and individual expression. 

These incredible developments come 
from a more community-focused way of 
planning, according to Pride President Cecil¬ 
ia Chung, who calls this year’s event the most 
inclusive in history. 

“It’s exciting to see all the new venues re¬ 
flecting more of our diversity and putting 
greater meaning into the event,” said Chung. 
“We’ve come a long way and continue to 
trail-blaze into the future.” 

The B-52’s first came into stardom in the 
1980s with their often gender-bent costumes 
and hits like “Love Shack,” “Rock Lobster,” 
and “Roam.” Commenting on the upcoming 
performance, openly gay B-52’s member 
Keith Strickland said in a statement, “Put on 
your drag and call your friends. Let’s march 
down to City Hall and take action in the spir¬ 
it of those before us. We must not be am¬ 
bivalent. Now is our time to continue the 
commitment to our own liberation. Come 
out, take part, be seen and heard for yourself 
and future generations.” 

Ndegeocello, made famous by songs like 
“If that’s your boyfriend he wasn’t last night,” 
and “Leviticus: faggot,” is openly bisexual, a 
darling of the lesbian community, and a well- 
respected talent in mainstream music circles 
who plays a mean guitar. 

Other acts expected at Pride include local 
talent Tribe 8 and Once on the Nectar stage, 
and Blue Period, Mark Weigle, Gwen Avery, 
the San Francisco Mime Troupe, Linda Low, 
Veronica Klaus, and the Kinsey Sicks on the 
main stage. The main stage program will also 
include a domestic partners ceremony and 
the fourth annual Stand Against Hate rally. 

“Seventy-five percent of the performers 
are local this year,” commented main stage 
producer Ken Bunch, “and the lineup is more 
diverse, political, entertaining, and fun than 
ever before.” 

The theme of this year’s Pride celebration 
is “Queerific,” and the parade and festival are 
expected to draw even larger crowds than the

. During her remarks, Leal sought to 
emphasize her independence from San

and those who support Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano. Supervisor 
Sophie Maxwell introduced Leal. “She’s 



brought fortune to San 
Francisco ” Maxwell said. 

“She’s the bridge be¬ 
tween the old board and 
the new board, between 
the old City Hall and the 
new City Hall,” Leal said of 
Maxwell. “She’s not inter¬ 
ested what camp you’re in, 
whether you’re in the Tom 
[Ammiano] camp or the 
Willie [Brown] camp. 

“I run a city depart¬ 
ment. I like running a city 
— " department,” Leal said. 

As treasurer, Leal’s office is responsible 
for overseeing the city’s financial invest¬ 
ments and collecting taxes.

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Outpouring of support 
for Smith at benefit

A n overflow crowd filled San 
Francisco’s Citizen Cake 
Restaurant last Wednesday, 
May 9, as the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity rallied to help raise money 
for Sharon Smith, the partner of 
dog mauling victim Diane Whip¬ 
ple, as she begins her uphill fight 
to change current law that does 
not allow gay or lesbian couples to 
receive equal status for wrongful 
death claims. 

Smith has filed a wrongful 
death lawsuit against Marjorie 
Knoller and Robert Noel, the care¬ 
takers involved in the fatal Janu¬ 
ary 26 attack ori Whipple, who 
was a popular lacrosse coach at St. 
Mary’s College and Smith’s long¬ 
time partner. Smith faces a tough 
legal battle since current Califor¬ 
nia law prohibits unmarried cou¬ 
ples the right to collect in wrong¬ 
ful death cases. 

Smith has said any money she 
wins in a wrongful death suit 
would go to the Whipple Founda¬ 
tion. 

A crowd estimated at over 100 
people attended last week’s bene¬ 
fit. According to Terry Alvey, with 
the Friends of Diane organization 
who helped organize the event, at 
least $35,000-was raised. “This by 
far surpassed any of ouj*expecta- 
tions,” Alvey told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. The fundraiser included a 
live auction of gourmet cakes 
baked by local chefs. Elizabeth 
Falkner and her partner, Sabrina 
Riddle, owners of Citizen Cake, 
were extremely pleased with the 
turnout, and some of the cakes 
were auctioned for over $ 150 each. 

“The most important thank 
you I have is for all of you,” Smith 
told the crowd during her brief re¬ 
marks. “This is how I get through.” 


, The Human Rights Campaign 
was involved in the event, and Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Elizabeth Birch 
flew in from Washington, D.C. to 
address the crowd. “I’m so proud 
of Sharon, she is taking her grief 
and channeling it into something 
positive,” Birch said. 

Kate Kendell, executive director 
of the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, and who serves as co-coun¬ 
sel to Smith in the wrongful death 
lawsuit, spoke of the quickness with 
which someone’s life can change. 

“On January 26 Sharon Smith’s 
life was altered, and six days later 
our lives changed,” Kendell said, re¬ 
ferring to the day of the fatal attack 
on Whipple and the time several 
days later when the community 
learned Whipple and Smith were 
partners. “From that moment on, 
Sharon’s been speaking out.” 

Kendell added that Smith not 
only lost her partner, she soon re¬ 
alized that current state law made 
her relationship with Whipple 
“legally invisible and irrelevant.” 

“She decided to try and change 


that status,” Kendell said. “Sharon 
Smith was a spouse, her relation¬ 
ship with Diane was a marriage, 
and the law should recognize that 
simple truth.” 

Michael Cardoza, Smith’s lead 
attorney in the wrongful death 
suit, added, “When I talk about 
Sharon and her relationship with 
Diane, I don’t understand soci¬ 
ety’s problem. Those laws will 
change and they will change with 
this case. Unfortunately, it takes a 
case like this to show injustices. 
Sharon has such dignity and intel¬ 
ligence. She’s represented the gay 
community and she is a woman I 
truly love. 

“We will win this and we will 
get these laws changed,” Cardoza 
said. ▼

Legal showdown looms 
in dog mauling case

A ttorneys in the case of dog 
mauling victim Diane Whip¬ 
ple are headed for a legal 
showdown on Monday, May 21. 

Lawyers for Robert Noel and 
Marjorie Knoller will ask a judge 
to throw out the homicide charges 
against the attorney couple on the 
grounds that the lesser charge of 
keeping a mischievous animal that 
killed a human being preempts 
prosecutors from filing murder or 
manslaughter charges. 

Noel is being charged with in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter. Knoller, 
who was with the dogs at the time 
of the fatal January 26 attack, faces 
a charge of second-degree murder. 
Each also faces a charge of keep¬ 
ing a mischievous animal that 
killed a human being. 

Prosecutors quickly dismissed 
the defense strategy. 

“I think it’s fair to say it’s a 
novel and unfounded theory 
they’re advancing,” said San Fran¬ 
cisco Assistant District Attorney 
Jim Hammer. 

One legal observer told the Bay 
Area Reporter that although the 
judge may side with the defense 


attorneys’ arguments, that won’t 
keep prosecutors from pressing 
the homicide charges. 

“It’s a little bit overstating it to 
think that they would actually get 
the homicide charges thrown out 
for good,” said Peter. Keane, dean 
of the Golden Gate University 
Law School. “Even if the judge 
rules that the specific statute relat¬ 
ing to the death by a mischievous 
dog prevails over the general 
statute of homicide, which I think 
the judge may have to do under 
the legal rules, all the D.A. has to 
do then is to file an amended in¬ 
dictment [dropping the mischie¬ 
vous animal charges].” 

Meanwhile, both Noel and 
Knoller remain in San Francisco 
County jail on a combined bail of 
$3 million. Noel’s court-appoint¬ 
ed attorney, Bruce Hotchkiss, told 
the B.A.R. that he likely will file a 
motion to reduce bail this week. 

Neither Noel nor Knoller en¬ 
tered pleas during their arraign¬ 
ment last Wednesday, May 9. 
Knoller missed the scheduled 
morning arraignment for an 
undisclosed medical problem. She 
appeared for the rescheduled after¬ 
noon arraignment in a wheelchair. 

The Wednesday morning pro¬ 


ceeding was attended by 14 first and 
second graders from the Freeman 
School, a private elementary school 
that District Attorney Terence Hal- 
linan’s daughter attends. Hallinan’s 
daughter was among the group. 
Several courtroom observers told 
the B.A.R. that they were surprised 
to see the students in court because 
they didn’t think the proceedings of 
a criminal court were appropriate 
for small children. 

“The judge should throw them 
all out and reprimand the 
teacher,” said observer and moth¬ 
er Inez Everette. “That’s really ap¬ 
palling. Even though you want 
them to learn what’s going on, this 
is really above their heads. They 
are going to be going home and 
asking their parents questions 
about all this.” 

“It’s ridiculous,” agreed ob¬ 
server Esia Powell. “I wouldn’t 
have my child here.” 

Hallinan spokesman, Fred 
Gardner, told the B.A.R. that the 
children were there to get a tour of 
the Hall of Justice. 

“He [Hallinan] knew there 
were going to be no horrific de¬ 
tails,” said Gardner in reaction to 
the observers’ comments. “I think 
that’s kind of a cheap shot.” ▼

P lanetOut Partners Inc. has 
closed an initial new round 
of funding worth more than 
$8.2 million, bolstering its market 
position as it targets gays and les¬ 
bians in cyberspace. 

Investors in this round include 
AOL Time Warner Ventures, JP- 
Morgan Partners, Flatiron Part¬ 
ners, Baroda Ventures, Jess.Hansen 
CoVe, IDG Ventures, Petunia Re¬ 
sources in concert with Macluan 
Digital, the U.K.-based Episode 1, 
and private investor Ric Weiland. 

The announcement, titled “In¬ 
dustry Heavyweights Continue to 
See Value of Leading Company Ad¬ 
dressing Affluent Gay and Lesbian 
Market,” points to repeat investors 


and new ones. AOL has been a 
prominent investor, among others. 

“While most dot-coms strug¬ 
gle to prove their business models 
or have failed to obtain funding, 
top-tier investors continue to rec¬ 
ognize the unique position Plan¬ 
etOut Partners holds as the lead¬ 
ing company serving lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgendered con¬ 
sumers globally,” said the firm’s 
CEO, Lowell Selvin. 

“We see this funding round as a 
ringing endorsement of our busi¬ 
ness model, of our track record to 
execute on our strategic and oper¬ 
ating plans, and of our goal to gen¬ 
erate positive cash flow by year-end 
by delivering tailored products and 
services to this underserved, afflu¬ 
ent, and significant market.” 

Critics have pointed to Plan¬ 


etOut Partners as a classic exam¬ 
ple of media concentration in a 
few hands, due in part to the 
merger that created the firm. 

In March, Online Partners Inc., 
the parent company of Gay.com, 
and PlanetOut Corporation 
merged, creating a powerful firm 
that reaches more than 4.3 million 
consumers each month. Its main 
portals, Gay.com and Plan- 
etOut.com, boast more than 2.4 
million registered members. 

The company has key distrib¬ 
ution partnerships with AOL, 
Netscape, ICQ, Yahoo, RealNet¬ 
works, CompuServe, MSN and 
other major Web companies. 

PlanetOut Partners expects to 
close the rest of its current fund¬ 
ing round by July, the announce¬ 
ment said. ▼ 


Bigotry’s a drag 

SF Zoo says no to queer photo shoot

I f a local little girl gets a bit 
tomboyish or a Bay Area boy 
decides to play with dolls, 
don’t blame the San Francisco 
Zoo: it’s a family institution, and 
by such standards, anything gen¬ 
der-queer is not allowed. 

That summarizes the informa¬ 
tion given to Lu Read and 
DragStrip Promotions as well as to 
the Bay Area Reporter upon an ini¬ 
tial inquiry. Read, the talent behind 
such well-known drag king char¬ 
acters as Fudgie Frottage, ap¬ 
proached the institution’s petting 
zoo about scheduling a private 
photography session with the ani¬ 
mals for a poster to publicize an 
upcoming benefit for Pets Are 
Wonderful Support. Although 
Read and his posse could have 
posed in the barnyard during regu¬ 
lar business hours, a photo session 
typically requires a little flexibility 
and a lot of leg room, and the 
hordes of visiting children would 
have presented a few obstacles. So a 
phone call was made to Nancy 
Chan, the zoo’s publicity director, 
to ask for an hour of alone time, 
during which three drag kings 
would stage a “cowboy” type back¬ 
drop and snap some shots. 

“I explained to her what a drag 
king was, and she said she had no 
problem with it, but she had to 
check with someone else there,” said 
Read. “The following day I called 
back to learn that we couldn’t do the 
shoot with their consent because it 
‘conveyed the wrong message.’” 

Someone at the top of the ani¬ 
mal chain reportedly told Chan that

the zoo, being a family place, did not 
want to send “that message.” 

Whatever “that message” is has 
yet to be explained by the institu¬ 
tion that hosts the annual “X- 
rated” Valentine’s Day tour of ani¬ 
mals mating. Chan, who eventual¬ 
ly told the B.A.R. that there “must 
be a misunderstanding,” also ad¬ 
mitted that she had told DragStrip 
that there were some “very conser¬ 
vative people” at the zoo. 

“But I was referring to our vis¬ 
itors,” said Chan. 

When Chan was reminded by 
the B.A.R. that these were the same 
visitors who embarked on the 
much-hyped and popular X-rated 
mating tour, she answered, “That 
tour is for adults only. The petting 
zoo is for children and families.” 

Perhaps realizing that this was 
not exactly the answer one would 
expect from a person who must 
have been “misunderstood,” Chan 


elaborated, “I mostly said ‘no’ be¬ 
cause of the timing. We’re ex¬ 
panding the children’s zoo, and as 
a PR. person I didn’t want a lot of 
different messages out there. 
There aren’t even any goats and 
sheep available right now.” 

Read, who noted that he was 
refused the photo shoot on the 
same day that local media head¬ 
lines screamed the news about the 
passage of transgender health 
benefits for city employees, said he 
is still shocked by the anti-trans¬ 
gender statements from the zoo. 

“If I had just said, ‘Can we do a 
cowboy photo shoot,’ it wouldn’t 
have been an issue.” 

Therein lies the irony: the drag 
kings did not even have to “come 
out” as gender queer; they proba¬ 
bly could have passed as regular 
guys staging a western photo 
shoot for a charitable benefit. But

F eeling a void? For those who

PEP study finds people stick to treatment

P eople exposed to HIV 
through sex or IV drug use 
will seek preventative PEP 
treatment within three days if 
given the opportunity, a new 
study from the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Francisco finds. 

They’ll also stick with the med¬ 
ication regimen despite side ef¬ 
fects, a crucial factor in treating 
HIV disease. 

“Our study demonstrates that 
you can get people to come in 
after they have been exposed to 
HIV through sexual contact or in¬ 
jection drug use,” said lead author 
Dr. James Kahn, a UCSF associate 
professor of medicine. “In fact, 
those with the highest risk of HIV 
infection will show up.” 

The study was conducted by 


the UCSF Positive Health Program 
at San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal’s Tom Waddell Clinic and the 
STD Clinic of the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health. 

It focused on 401 people seek¬ 
ing PEP - or post-exposure pro¬ 
phylaxis - which should be un¬ 
dertaken within 72 hours of po¬ 
tential exposure. The UCSF pro¬ 
gram provided a four-week course 
of antiretroviral medications, and 
one-on-one risk reduction and 
medication adherence counseling. 

With 78 percent of participants 
completing the study, none was 
HIV-infected six months later. Kahn 
warned about reading too much 
into the low seroconversion rate. 

The study, published in the 
March 1 issue of the Journal of In¬ 
fectious Diseases , also said its find¬ 
ings do not mean that PEP works. 

Kahn’s study, PEP 1, was con¬ 


ducted in San Francisco in 1997- 
1999. A second study, PEP 2, is 
currently under way to determine 
whether standard two-visit coun¬ 
seling is as effective as enhanced 
five-visit counseling for reducing 
risk behavior. 

Dr. Michelle Roland, the co¬ 
principal investigator, encourages 
participation by people over 14 
years old who can commit to a full 
year of follow-up in San Francis¬ 
co. PEP 2 will provide free HIV 
testing, counseling, and medica¬ 
tions for the 28-day treatment. 

The new study especially wel¬ 
comes sexual or IV drug use part¬ 
ners. 

Possible exposure must have 
occurred within the previous 72 
hours of joining the study, and 
there are other requirements for 
participation. For more informa¬

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Haines ready for court 

Gay man set to start work as judge

'I hen Charles “Chuck” 
1111 Haines was on vacation 
last month visiting the 
Grand Canyon, he received a call 
on his cell phone from Governor 
Gray Davis’s office informing him 
that he was being tapped for a ju¬ 
dicial vacancy on the San Francis¬ 
co Superior Court. For the openly 
gay Haines, who spent the last 20 
years working for the San Francis¬ 
co District Attorney’s office, it was 
a career goal realized. This Mon¬ 
day, May 21, Haines is expected to 
report for duty as the city’s newest 
judge in the court’s civil division. 

“I never thought of myself as 
going into law enforcement,” 
Haines told the Bay Area Reporter 
in an interview Monday, May 14. 
“I had my sights set on working 
with exceptional children.” 

But the Watergate scandal of 
the 1970s changed all of that, and 
Haines decided to drop his study 
in education to attend law school. 
While attending Tulane Universi¬ 
ty School of Law, Haines took a 
part-time job with the local dis¬ 
trict attorney, who just happened 
to be Harry Connick Sr., father of 
the well-known performer Harry 
Connick Jr. In fact, the senior 
Connick is still the district attor¬ 
ney in New Orleans. 

Haines said his judicial philos¬ 
ophy is simple: “As a member of 
the judiciary, my priority is to 
treat everyone fairly and respect¬ 
fully. I think it’s important for a

judge to be open-minded and 
fair.” And, of course, to follow the 
law, he added. 

During his years working as a 
prosecutor, Haines specialized in 
prosecuting hate crimes, and for 
many years either ran the hate 
crimes unit or supervised it. One 
of his big court cases involved a 
group of men who came to the 
city from Modesto over three sep¬ 
arate weekends and beat people 
up. He won convictions and the 
men are now serving time in state 
prison. Another important case 
took place when Haines appeared 
before the California Supreme 
Court to argue set standards of 
proof to use in hate crimes. 

Haines touched on the issue of 


homophobia in the criminal jus¬ 
tice system, noting that homo¬ 
phobia is present “throughout so¬ 
ciety.” 

' “I’m sure anyone who reads 
the newspaper knows of exam¬ 
ples,” he said, adding that it’s how 
the community deals with it that 
forces change, primarily through 
education and working to end dis¬ 
crimination. 

Haines, citing his imminent 
move to the bench, declined to 
discuss his views on medical mar¬ 
ijuana - including Monday’s 
Supreme Court ruling - or the 
death penalty. “I don’t think it’s 
appropriate as a judge to make 
comments, because I have an 
obligation to follow the law,” 
Haines explained. 

In his spare time, Haines said 
he enjoys working out at the 
YMCA, reading, and other hob¬ 
bies. Until last week, he served on 
the board of Coming Home, 
which helped raise money for the 
first AIDS hospice in the city years 
ago. “What an era to have to live 
through,” Haines said, referring to 
the nearly 20 years of the AIDS 
epidemic. He added that Coming 
Home maintains an endowment 
for the hospice and recently com¬ 
pleted a major renovation of the 
facility that opened in 1987. 

Haines said he is looking for¬ 
ward to his new job. “This is a new 
career and public service is a de¬ 
cent calling. I think this is the ulti¬ 
mate in public service, to settle dis¬ 
putes [in court] so we don’t have 
to settle them in the streets.” ▼ 
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Reefer madness 


M onday’s ruling by the U.S. Supreme 
Court against medical marijuana 
was, to put it mildly, a major bum¬ 
mer. While the immediate effect may be that 
a handful of buyers’ clubs will be forced to 
close their doors, the lasting impact will be 
on the many people who use medical mari¬ 
juana to alleviate the pain and suffering 
caused by powerful chemotherapy, AIDS 
wasting, or side effects of various medical 
regimens; essentially, they will be forced to 
become criminals because their own gov¬ 
ernment refuses to even hold open the pos¬ 
sibility that marijuana has medical benefits. 

Whether patients will be prosecuted by 
the feds is an open question - it seems un¬ 
likely that prosecutors will wage what would 
certainly be a public relations disaster by 
charging and trying sick, frail patients whose 
only “crime” is to smoke a little herb so that 
they can keep their food down - it nonethe¬ 
less points to the government’s heavy-hand¬ 
edness and its absolute refusal to accept the 
growing reality that medical marijuana can 
be beneficial. We’ve been covering the med¬ 
ical marijuana issue for years, and have 
heard countless anecdotal stories from peo¬ 
ple who have been helped by this natural 
medicine. Some scientific studies have also 
been done or are being undertaken, though 
the government’s reluctance to commit to 
further studies reveals its deep-seated and 
misguided belief that marijuana remains on 
the front-line in the failed “war on drugs.” 
Legalizing medical marijuana, after all, 
would point to its relative harmlessness and 
would undercut decades of propaganda by 
the government that the herb is addictive or 
will lead to people using other drugs, such 
as cocaine and heroin. 

The executive, legislative, and judicial 
branches of government are convinced that 
marijuana remains a dangerous, “gateway” 
drug. It seems that the scenes from Reefer 
Madness are taken at face value by politicos 
and judges, when clearly more study is need¬ 
ed. Officials have got to stop believing some 
hysterical 1936 movie whose aim was to scare 
parents and young people alike with a campy, 


over-the-top depiction of people going 
“crazy” over the reefer. It’s just not like that. 

The court’s narrow ruling seems 
to go after distributors of medical 
marijuana - buyers’ clubs, for in¬ 
stance - rather than users. But . 
there’s a problem: It is illogical 
that the court would tell sick peo¬ 
ple that it’s okay to smoke medical 
marijuana, yet deny them a way to ob¬ 
tain the medicine. 

In its ruling, the Supreme 
Court relied on the woefully 
outdated Controlled Sub¬ 
stances Act, which has mari¬ 
juana classified as a Schedule I drug. Given 
the high court’s ruling, it is time for Con¬ 
gress to move ahead with a bill sponsored 
by Representative Barney Frank (D-Massa- 
chusetts) that would reclassify marijuana as 
a Schedule II drug, thus easing restrictions 


on research and medical use, as well as low¬ 
ering penalties for violations of the law. 
Given the current political climate, howev¬ 
er, Frank’s bill faces a tough (and prob¬ 
ably unwinnable) battle. 

Research has already shown that 
marijuana’s active ingredient, THC, kills 
pain to the central nervous system in 
much the same way that opiates do, 
without the nausea and other unwanted 
^ side effects. More studies are clearly 
needed to determine marijuana’s 
effectiveness for AIDS patients 
and others. Such a study has got¬ 
ten under way in San Mateo 
County, and Monday’s ruling will not stop it. 

Science - not politics - needs to prevail 
when it comes to helping sick and dying pa¬ 
tients. Medical marijuana has a place in 
treatment for some, and the Supreme 
Court’s ruling doesn’t change that. T 




Trouble in River City

% Jf es, there’s trouble in River City, as 
V Sacramento is often called. The trou- 
I ble is the energy crisis, and it is like 
the proverbial black hole in space which has 
such powerful gravitational force that it 
drags in and destroys everything near it. 

The energy crisis poses the serious threat 
of dragging down and destroying most, if 
not all, of the important civil rights and 
health legislation being considered by the 
Legislature this year. 

The civil rights bills have to do with 
things like domestic partner benefits, a ban 
on discrimination against transgendered 
people, greater protection against spousal 
abuse, and racial profiling. The health issues 
have to do with things like protecting those 
who have a legitimate need for medicinal 
marijuana, MediCal care for poor children, 
and more effective health care for poor peo¬ 
ple with multiple health care problems such 
as the combined problems of alcohol and 
drug abuse and emotional illness. There also 
is a bill before the Legislature to decrimi¬ 
nalize the possession of a hypodermic nee¬ 
dle and syringe and to require pharmacists 
to instruct purchasers on the safe disposal 
of the needles. This bill could help slow the 
spread of HIV among intravenous drug 
users. 

The energy crisis is putting important 
legislation at risk in two ways. The first way 
is financial and the second is political. 

The financial risk is that the state may 
not have the money to pay for many impor¬ 
tant programs. Here’s why. The state now 
purchases much of the electric energy used 
in California. It’s doing so because the pri¬ 
vate utilities don’t have the money to pay for 
it. Currently the state is spending about $2 
billion a month for the electricity it pur¬ 
chases. However, some predict the state may 
soon be spending as much as $5 billion per 


month for electricity. This would leave little 
to fund important civil rights initiatives and 
new health programs. 

Governor Gray Davis has said people 
shouldn’t worry, the state will sell bonds and 
use the proceeds of the sale to replace the 
money currently being spent on electricity. 
However, it is far from clear that enough 
bonds can be sold to replace all the money 
now being spent on electricity. So, the gov¬ 
ernment’s budget surplus is being rapidly 
drained. 

We have already seen the effects 
of this money drain. About 10 per¬ 
cent of the bills that Lambda Letters 
supports have been dropped this 
year by their authors. In most of 
these cases, legislators say the bills 
had to be dropped because 
the money to pay for 
them just isn’t there. 

However, there is an 
even more fundamental 
issue that is affecting which bills the legisla¬ 
tors are pushing and which they are drop¬ 
ping. That issue is what things are most im¬ 
portant to the legislators themselves. For ex¬ 
ample, legislators will continue to pay their 
own salaries. They will also continue to have 
the state pay for the mass mailings they send 
to the voters in their districts. After all, those 
mailings help them get re-elected. 

There is also a political risk affecting the 
legislation and programs that we care about. 
Californians likely face severely higher util¬ 
ity bills in the near future. There will prob¬ 
ably be frequent blackouts during the sum¬ 
mer. Both of these factors could have a seri¬ 
ous negative impact on California’s econo¬ 
my causing large scale job layoffs. 

Will this get people mad? Of course it 
will. And it is highly likely that people will 
blame the party in power. This greatly in¬ 
creases the chance that the Republicans will 
take over the governor’s office and the state 
Legislature after the next election. While I 


am highly annoyed at the Democrats for 
their failure to do the right thing in the areas 
of civil rights and health care, it is clear to 
me that things would be even worse in a Re¬ 
publican administration. 

At the very least legislators will be reluc¬ 
tant next year to pass any of our civil rights 
bills that they consider controversial. We 
have an example of that from last year’s leg¬ 
islative session, when AB2142 died in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee after its chair, 
then-Senator Adam Schiff, refused to vote 
for it. The bill, co-sponsored by Lambda 
Letters, would have banned employ- 
ment and housing discrimination 
against transgendered people. 

So what can we do about it? 
We all need to fight like hell to 
get as much important leg¬ 
islation passed this year as 
possible. Our community 
needs you to get involved 
now. Let legislators know 
that you demand they vote for absolutely es¬ 
sential civil rights legislation. Make enough 
noise that they come to believe that passing 
those bills is as important as approving their 
own paychecks. 

How do you know what legislation to sup¬ 
port? Find out by getting involved with one 
of the organizations which are lobbying on 
behalf of our community. Two of the main 
organizations are Lambda Letters and the 
California Alliance for Pride and Equality.

f Well-deserved backlash 

As a licensed nurse and a transwoman 
living with AIDS, I am simply delighted 
that the FDA has cracked down on the 
pharmaceuticals and the advertisements 
of the healthy people depicted in the 
ads. First of all, I have had a number of 
patients die of AIDS, and have lost a 
brother, fiance, professor, and numerous other 
friends. Because of the sometimes debilitating side ef¬ 
fects, severe cramps and nausea, dizziness, diarrhea, 
etc., I know that they did not feel like riding bicycles, 
climbing to the top of a mountain, or any of the other 
things that are reflected in the ads. 

When the AIDS Office report showed that trans¬ 
genders of color (Native Americans, Latino/Latina, 
Asian and Pacific Islanders, and in particular, African 
Americans) had the highest rate of infection, I wrote 
to Poz magazine and asked them to put a transgender 
on the cover, and to show the “true” and “ever-chang¬ 
ing” face of AIDS. That was in 1999, the same year that 
I received the KQED/DuPont Pharmaceuticals LGBT 
“AIDS Hero Award.” Poz magazine promised to put 
me on the cover, and took me through all of the 
machinations of doing so. A great story by transman 
Patrick Califia-Rice, great photos by Kent Taylor, 
makeup artists, etc. It was supposed to be on the June 
cover, and the editor, Walter Armstrong, had assured 
me of such. Instead, they ran condoms. 

I was then promised the October cover, and they 
were going to run the story then. I was replaced in¬ 
stead with gelatin capsules, and a story that was a 
“breakthrough,” according to Armstrong. Then Wal¬ 
ter told me that after that “breakthrough” issue they 
were changing direction, and had a new art director, 
and that they were getting away from putting people 
on the cover, and that he was “sorry.” Lo and behold, 
the November issue (and subsequent issues) had 
“people” on the cover - just not transgenders. 

I complained to David Rosen, a manager at 
DuPont, about this obvious snub; not of me, but of 
my community that was supposed to be represented 
not just inside, but on the cover. It didn’t matter who 
was on the cover, as long as they were trans. It would 
also show that transgenders were directly affected, and 
that our lives mattered, and show that we take the 
medicines, ride bikes, etc. 

Move to 2001 and there is a backlash against Poz 
magazine and the pharmaceutical companies and the 
way people with HIV/AIDS are depicted. It is one that 
is well deserved. They haven’t changed a thing, and 
business goes on as usual. As the Poz Expo goes the 
way of the dinosaur, and the FDA has begun cracking 
down on the pharmaceutical companies’ ads and the 
way they depict the “community” that is infected, 
maybe they will finally understand, as all of you 
should, that transpeople are an intrinsic part of the 
word “community” and all of you should be outraged 
by any advertisement, statement, or depiction of “com¬ 
munity” that doesn’t reflect that. I recently spotted a 
Poz cover that had a quarter-size photo of a 
transwoman on the cover. How nice. Too little, too late. 

I do support the efforts of Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano, Jeff Getty, and Hank Wilson, who lobbied the 
pharmaceutical companies that support magazines 
such as Poz and that put advertisements on local bus 
shelters. They should not be able to use photos or the 
word “community” unless it reflects our true face. 
Kudos to their efforts, and to the FDA.

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One small step for a 
trans, one giant leap 
for transkind

I n a tense vote, the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors nar¬ 
rowly approved health benefits 
for transgendered city employees. 
By the time you read this, it will 
either have been signed by Mayor 
Brown, or will be on the road to 
taking effect without his signa¬ 
ture. This means that those who 
serve the city and identify as 
transgendered will not be turned 
away from medical care. 

It’s not as basic as it has been 
painted in the media. While I sus¬ 
pect some will do so, this is not 
as simple as allowing peopl< 
to get their genitals convert¬ 
ed on San Francisco’s dime. 

For some, it means 
being able to get even the 
most basic health treat¬ 
ment - treat¬ 
ment that would 
otherwise be 
disallowed be¬ 
cause the insurer considered it to 
be transgender-related. Even life¬ 
saving treatments - if they can 
somehow be linked to the person 
in question being transgendered - 
are routinely denied by many in¬ 
surers. So much so that transgen¬ 
dered people have often learned to 
talk around the issue, and care 
providers serving transgendered 
folks have learned to word their di¬ 
agnoses to mask cases that may in¬ 
volve transgendered health issues. 

It’s an important victory, but it 
also seems rather small. At heart, 
this affects 16 known transgen¬ 
dered city employees, many of 
whom will not be taking advan¬ 
tage of these benefits during this 
crucial one-year trial. Each of 
these 16 will be able to use a max¬ 
imum of $50,000 of care, with 
some limitations of how much 
can be used for transgender-spe¬ 
cific surgeries such as mastectomy 
and vaginoplasty. 

It will cost every city employee 
and retiree an extra $1.70 a month 
on their bill, but even that seems 
to be minor in comparison to the 
$12.00 spent on substance abuse 
health coverage. 

Still, it is an important victory 
for reasons that go far beyond the 
health coverage for 16 or so city 
employees. For one, it’s important 
to look at the way the media cov¬ 
ered this win. 

There were plenty of cameras 
present for the April 30 vote at 
City Hall. By my count, there were 
six television cameras inside the 



board chambers, with 
more outside. I simply 
couldn’t get a count of 
all the still cameras. 

I took the liberty that 
night of videotaping the 
various news coverage on 
local television, and was 
struck by two things. I 
first noted all the “man on 
the street” interviews, 
asking the average resi¬ 
dent what they thought 
of this victory. Of the 
pieces I viewed, two- 
thirds of the interviewees ^ 
replied that it was a good 
thing to have this cover¬ 
age. Of those who replied 
negatively, one was not a 
local resident, so could be 
discounted as a “typical 
San Franciscan.” 

More important than 
these interviews 
was hearing one 
of the reporters 
refer to “our 
transgendered community.” This 
struck me, as I am used to hearing 
those who identify as transgen¬ 
dered make that statement, but 
cannot think of any time where a 
non-transgendered person has so 
clearly conveyed that we really are 
out there. 

That is important. It is saying 
that we exist, and that we are a 
part of the whole. 

It is as if, overnight, we have seen 
a lot of the “invisibility” surround¬ 
ing transgender ism simply vanish. 
Not only that, but it went from 
being treated as an “odd news” tale 
to wrap up the nightly coverage - at 
best - to being a serious lead story. 
It has put us on the map. 

Speaking of invisibility, so 
much of the coverage focused not 
on male-to-female transsexuals, 
which is what one typically sees, 
but on female-to-male transsexu¬ 
als. At the least, every story point¬ 
ed out the cost differences be¬ 
tween the two, while others in¬ 
cluded interviews with some 
prominent local female-to-males. 
It was nice to see more than just 
the women being shown. 

This victory shows those of us 
who are transgendered that we 
can have a success from time to 
time. There have been some set¬ 
backs in transgendered rights 
struggles lately, most notably with 
the Christie Lee Littleton case in 
Texas, which invalidated her mar¬ 
riage and her gender in a court of 
law. Our victory, while not erasing 
the sting of cases like Littleton’s, 



shows us that our struggles are not 
in vain. This health benefits plan 
was something that was viewed by 
some as a “pie in the sky” proposi¬ 
tion. This win brings the rest of 
that pie a lot closer. 

I’m not sure what the next 
piece of pie might be, but I sus¬ 
pect that we can see other busi¬ 
nesses and locales move to include 
similar benefits. I could see the in¬ 
creased visibility of transgender 
issues also affecting other trans¬ 
gender rights struggles - for bet¬ 
ter or worse. 

Part of losing the invisibility I 
mentioned is losing a certain 
amount of safety. We’ve been 
largely able to fly under the radar 
of the religious right and other 
conservatives, but that is quickly 
eroding. The Reverend Lou Shel¬ 
don has already used his Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition to de¬ 
nounce this health benefits pack¬ 
age, stating that it will “only en¬ 
courage sexually confused indi¬ 
viduals to believe they are ‘nor¬ 
mal,’ when in fact, they are suffer¬ 
ing from a personality disorder.” 

Sheldon, while woefully misin¬ 
formed as to the nature of trans- 
genderism, may have a point. This 
victory does encourage transgen¬ 
dered people. Perhaps it doesn’t 
encourage us to believe ourselves 
as “normal” - a word that I’ve 
never really applied to myself - 
but it does encourage us to see 
ourselves as worthy of the same 
rights as others. I’ll bet that would 
concern the reverend. 

For 16 people, their health ben¬ 
efits were secured in the San Fran¬ 
cisco. For the rest of us, we have 
seen another big step toward a 
world of acceptance, where “the 
transgendered community” be¬ 
comes “our transgendered commu¬ 
nity,” and where we are all equal. 

And that is the real victory. ▼ 
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Shelley makes it official

an Francisco Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley joined a 
somewhat crowded race to 
become California’s next secretary 
of state before a hometown crowd 
last Friday, May 11 that included 
his mother, Thelma, his expectant 
wife, Dominique, Mayor Willie 
Brown, Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein, Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden, and 500 friends and sup¬ 
porters at Delaney Street on the 
Embarcadero. 

Shelley, serving his final year in 
his 12th District Assembly seat, is 
an attorney, a.former San Francis¬ 
co supervisor, a native San Fran¬ 
ciscan, and the son of former 
Mayor John Shelley. First elected 
to the Assembly in 1996, Shelley 
represents parts of San Francisco 
and San Mateo counties, includ¬ 
ing the northern end of Daly City; 
he serves as the Assembly majori¬ 
ty leader. 

Shelley told supporters that 
his long legislative histo¬ 
ry as a “reformer” makes 
him particularly qualified 
for the state job, one that 
he says needs to focus 
more on overhauling 
the state’s election 
process, and he 
promised to 
concentrate on 
voter outreach 
and participa¬ 
tion. He cited declining voting 
numbers in the state - only 50 
percent of California’s registered 
voters actually voted last Novem¬ 
ber - and said he sees this as a se¬ 
rious problem for the state. In an 
effort to increase the number of 
voters, Shelley would expand 
polling hours, ensure disability ac¬ 
cess at polls and enlarge the print 
of voter pamphlets. Shelley 
pledged that, if elected, he would 
eliminate punch-card voting that 
is currently used in half the state’s 
counties and he would work to 
engage communities in voter ed¬ 
ucation programs before elections 
are held. 

The candidate also said that 
while security reasons would pre¬ 
vent the immediate implementa¬ 
tion of online voting, he believes 
the possibility of voting that way 
should be explored. Shelley also 
told supporters that he thinks eas¬ 
ier online accessibility to voter or 
business registration is especially 
important and while he said that 
he feels the current secretary of 
state has made some inroads into 
providing such information elec¬ 
tronically, he would do so in a 
more “aggressive” manner. Shelley 
also said that the state archives, 
which include public records, 
maps, and other documents 
should be put online. 

Shelley, who quickly rose 
through the Assembly ranks to 
become majority leader, authored 
one of the strongest local “sun¬ 
shine” laws in the nation while a 
state legislator, has fought for and 
won significant consumer protec¬ 
tions such as the “lemon” law to 
protect car buyers, and helped 
craft the first major nursing home 
reform law passed in this state in a 
generation. He has also led the 
fight in the Assembly to license 
handguns. 

The secretary of state is the 
only statewide elected constitu¬ 
tional office currently held by a 
Republican, Bill Jones, who is 
now a candidate for the GOP gu¬ 
bernatorial nomination in 2002. 
Shelley will face at least three 
other Democrats for his party’s 
nomination in the March 2002 
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Assemblyman Kevin Shelley 


primary: Michela Alioto, the 

1998 Democratic nominee for the 
office, who lost to Jones by only 
90,000 votes; former Secretary of 
State March Fong Eu; and 
Southern California Assembly- 
man Tony Cardenas, the Demo¬ 
cratic Assembly Caucus 
chairman. 

Shelley enters the 
race for the state post 
with the support De¬ 
mocratic Party 
heavyweights includ¬ 
ing U.S. Senators Fein- 
stein and Barbara 
Boxer, Lieu¬ 
tenant Gover¬ 
nor Cruz 
Bustamante, 
state Treasurer Phil Angeiides, 
Congressmembers Henry Wax- 
man and Robert Matsui, state 
Senators John Burton and 
Sheila Kuehl, and Migden, his 
Assembly colleague. Shelley cam¬ 
paign officials say the candidate 
has raised over $800,000 and ex¬ 
pects to easily raise the $2 million 
they feel will be necessary to win 
the March 2002 primary. To date, 
only one relatively unknown Re¬ 
publican candidate has an¬ 
nounced for the secretary of state 
post.

San Francisco-based ace cam¬ 
paign consultant Ace Smith, who 
was chief campaign manager for 
former L.A. mayoral candidate 
Steve Soboroff’s campaign (he 
came in third) has now joined the 
Villaraigosa campaign where he’ll 
handle debate prep and opposi¬ 
tion research for the former As¬ 
sembly speaker. 

Former Supervisor Annemarie 
Conroy and BART Director 
James Fang will speak to the reg¬ 
ular meeting of the S.F. chapter of 
the Long Cabin Republicans at the 
Urban Life Center, 1101 O’Farrell 
on Thursday, May 24, 6-8 p.m. 
Conroy is expected to become a 
candidate for city attorney and 
Fang is rumored to be interested 
in the GOP nomination for the 
12th Assembly District next year.

the men and 44 percent of the 
women had actually accomplished 
their goal. 

Moreover, this was a very select 
group of people. It was not 200 
gay people taken off the street at 
random and put through some 
conversion exercises to see what 
the outcome might be. Two-thirds 
of the participants were referred 
to Spitzer by “ex-gay” ministries 
that teach homosexuality is sinful 
or by a notoriously anti-gay outfit 
called the National Association for 
Research and Therapy of Homo¬ 
sexuality. These groups have a 
vested interest in showing their ef¬ 
fectiveness, so they’re likely to 
submit for review only their 
strongest candidates. 

Also, there’s a good chance 
many of the participants had been 
indoctrinated with powerful and 
repeated doses of anti-gay ideolo¬ 
gy and religion. Such people are 
likely to be “highly motivated” (to 
borrow Spitzer’s description of 
them) to report they’ve success¬ 
fully changed even when they 
haven’t. 

We can’t even be sure they were 
ever really “gay” at all. It could be 
that many of them were basically 
straight but had an occasional, ex¬ 
perimental gay experience in their 
teens or 20s causing them so 
much guilt they decided to 
“change” so it would never hap¬ 
pen again. 

But since we know so little 
about the participants, having 
been acquainted with them over a 
telephone line for less than an 
hour each, it’s hard to say any¬ 
thing about them with confi¬ 
dence. 

The male participants claimed 
to have been trying to change for 
14 years; the women, for 12 years. 
That’s about one-fifth of the adult 
years of the average person’s life 
span. 

And what was the return on 
this huge investment of time and 
energy? For the one-year period 
before the interviews, they 
achieved “good heterosexual func¬ 
tioning,” defined by the re¬ 
searchers to mean having an emo¬ 
tionally satisfying relationship 
with a person of the opposite sex, 
having satisfactory sex with that 
person at least once a month, and 
rarely or never thinking of gay sex 
while doing it. Only 11 percent of 
the men and 37 percent of the 
women interviewed reported a 
complete absence of homosexual 
attraction. Even these figures are 
almost certainly high, since they 
are entirely self-reported. 

What this study really proves is 
that, after a heroic and protracted 
effort, it is possible for a person 
suffering from an extraordinary 
level of internalized homophobia 
to refrain from having gay sex for a 
limited period of time. It shows 
that behavior can be modified; it 
does not show that a person’s basic 
sexual orientation can be altered. 

We didn’t need a study to reach 
that conclusion. The long and 
tragic history of efforts to “repair” 
gay people - from electric shock 
to hormone injections to hector¬ 
ing lectures about damnation - 
have amply demonstrated that it’s 
possible to ruin gay people’s lives. 
Unfortunately, this limited and 
flawed study will only fuel that de¬ 
structive fire. T

I f you’ve been thinking how 
nifty it would be to convert to 
heterosexuality, there’s good 
news and bad news. The “good” 
news is a recent study concluded 
that, for a very small number of 
gays, it’s possible. The “bad” 
news is don’t bet on it. Whether 
or not you were born gay, 
you will almost certainly 
die gay. So you’d better 
learn to like it. 

Proponents of so-called 
reparative therapy - the ef¬ 
fort to make homo¬ 
sexuals into hetero¬ 
sexuals through a va¬ 
riety of techniques, 
including counseling and religious 
instruction - have treated the 
study as a vindication of their ef¬ 
forts. Gay political groups have re¬ 
acted with horror, attacking the 
lead researcher himself as biased. 
Some news outlets described the 
study as “explosive.” 

However, it turns out the furor 
is much ado about very little. The 
study makes an exceedingly mod¬ 
est conclusion based on question¬ 
able methodology. 

First, it’s important to know 
What the study did not conclude. 
It did not conclude that conver¬ 
sion is possible for most - much 
less for all - gay people, even if 
they want to change. It did not 
conclude that homosexual orien¬ 
tation is a matter of choice, like 
whether to have the chicken or the 
beef in a restaurant. It certainly 
did not validate a particular 
method of conversion. 

In fact, Robert Spitzer, the pro¬ 


fessor of psychiatry at Columbia 
University who led the study, does 
not endorse conversion efforts at 
all. Indeed, he was one of a group 
of pioneering psychiatrists who 
successfully lobbied to have homo¬ 
sexuality removed from the official 
list of mental disorders in 1973. If 
there’s nothing disordered or sick 
about a trait, why change it? 

What the Spitzer study did 
conclude is that (1) some 

(2) “highly motivated” 

(3) gay people can achieve 

(4) “good heterosexual 
functioning” (5) for a limited 

time (6) after more than a 
decade of effort. Each 
aspect of this rather 
limited conclusion 
deserves closer scruti- 

- Spitzer’s study, which has not 
been published and has not been 
professionally reviewed for validi¬ 
ty or methodology, is based on 
telephone interviews conducted 
with 200 people who claimed to 
have changed from homosexual to 
heterosexual attraction for a peri¬ 
od of at least five years. Each in¬ 
terview lasted approximately 45 
minutes, during which the sub¬ 
jects answered 60 questions about 
their sexual attractions and be¬ 
havior in the period before and 
after their effort to change. 

That’s it. There were no face- 
to-face interviews; no tests for 
physiological reactions to various 
sexual stimuli; no objective verifi¬ 
cation of the respondents’ an¬ 
swers; no long-term study; and no 
control group. 

Of the 200 self-professed con¬ 
verts to heterosexuality, Spitzer 
concluded that only 66 percent of

Roanoke shooter pleads guilty to murder

R onald Gay, who told police he 
was angry over being teased 
about his last name, pleaded 
guilty to murder and other charges 
for killing one person and wound¬ 
ing six others in a Roanoke, Virginia, 
gay bar last September. He faces a 
minimum 95-year prison sentence. 

One of Gay’s victims, Joel 
Tucker, told the Bay Area Reporter 


that he’s relieved the case is over 
and he expects Gay won’t adjust 
well to prison life. 

“It’s ironic to me that he’ll have 
to go to a prison system that is 
rampant with gay sex after what 
he did,” said Tucker. “It’s kind of 
like you reap what you sow. He’s 
going to be living in his own hell.” 

Tucker was shot in the back 
but he is fully recovered now. His 
friend, Danny Lee Overstreet, 43, 
died at the scene. Overstreet once 


lived in the Bay Area and often 
visited here, according to his sis¬ 
ter, Darlene Overstreet. 

Last Thursday, May 3, Gay was 
allowed to plead guilty to first-de¬ 
gree murder and six counts of ma¬ 
licious wounding as part of a plea- 
bargain. In exchange, prosecutors 
dropped eight firearms charges. 
Hate crime charges were never 
filed because Virginia law doesn’t 
include sexual orientation in its 
definition of hate crimes. T

Pot club ‘frustrated’ 
by Supremes’ ruling

T he future of medical mari¬ 
juana suddenly grew more 
cloudy Monday, May 14, as 
proponents sought to interpret the 
U.S. Supreme Court’s unanimous 
decision disallowing a medical de¬ 
fense for seriously ill patients who 
use the drug for health reasons. 

At a press conference on Mon¬ 
day following the 8-0 Supreme 
Court decision against clubs that 
provide medical cannabis, Robert 
Raich, attorney for the Oakland 
Cannabis Buyers’ Cooperative 
said, “We are saddened and disap¬ 
pointed that the Supreme Court 
ruled against providing medicine 
to seriously ill and dying patients.” 

However, OCBC co-founder 
and director Jeff Jones told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the ruling 
was “more of a frustration” than a 
disappointment, and that given 
past rulings, he had not expected a 
positive outcome. 

The ruling upheld an injunction 
that enjoined the club from distrib¬ 
uting marijuana, overturning an 
earlier appeals court ruling that 
held that the OCBC could provide 
the herb to seriously ill patients 
with a valid medical necessity de¬ 
fense (see accompanying story). 

Jones likened the justices’ deci¬ 
sion to the 1857 Dred Scott deci¬ 
sion, in which the Supreme Court 
rifled in favor of slavery. Just as that 
decision helped spark the Civil War, 
Jones said that Monday’s decision 
“could be the ruling that ignites a 
civil movement to change the laws 
regarding medical cannabis.” 

The OCBC plans to go back to 
district court in an attempt to find 
other avenues of litigation that 
might be more successful. Accord¬ 
ing to Raich, “We have many other 
issues to present in the district court 
which were not ripe for appellate re¬ 
view last time around. We will be 
pursuing all of these issues now.” 

Said Jones, “We believe the 
truth is behind us, and that mari¬ 


juana is a therapeutic and benefi¬ 
cial plant. If we have to take this to 
a jury, we will.” 

A recent case in Sonoma Coun¬ 
ty suggests that a jury might look 
favorably on the OCBC’s case. On 
April 18, a Sonoma jury acquitted 
two men charged with cultivating 
medicinal cannabis for members 
of a San Francisco marijuana club. 
The jury ruled that Ken Hayes and 
Michael Foley, executive director 
and dispensary manager, respec¬ 
tively, of Californians Helping Al¬ 
leviate Medical Problems at the 
time of their arrest, could be con¬ 
sidered primary caregivers for pa¬ 
tients in accordance with Proposi¬ 
tion 215. The proposition, passed 
by the state’s voters in 1996, allows 
a patient or primary caregiver to 
cultivate and possess cannabis for 
medical purposes, but did not 
specify how medical marijuana 
could be distributed. 

The Sonoma case, however, in¬ 
volved state law, whereas the 
OCBC case was prosecuted under 
federal drug statutes. According to 
the American Medical Marijuana 
Association, medical marijuana 
laws still stand in the several states 
that have passed them. The 
AMMA predicted that medical 
cannabis clubs “will simply switch 
from distributing medical pot to 


helping patients grow their own.” 

Dale Gieringer of the Califor¬ 
nia chapter of the National Orga¬ 
nization for Reform of Marijuana 
Laws, one of the original authors 
of Proposition 215, denounced 
the Supreme Court for upholding 
“a morally bankrupt and unen¬ 
forceable policy.” It would be a 
“serious mistake” for the federal 
government to try to close Cali¬ 
fornia’s cannabis clubs, which 
“provide a valuable service to their 
members and their communities,” 
said Gieringer. “As soon as one 
club is closed, others will open. 
The government would be better 
advised to change its policy, and 
not waste more law enforcement 
resources in a misguided and un- 
winnable prohibitionist campaign 
to deny medicine to sick people.” 

According to Jones, a jury is like¬ 
ly to rule in favor of medicinal 
cannabis “because the jury is us, not 
a bunch of government bureaucrats 
who are tied up' with ‘sending the 
wrong message’ to a kid by allowing 
his parent who is sick with cancer to 
have his medicine.” Jones’s hopes 
were further bolstered by a 
CNN.com poll on Monday show¬ 
ing that 78 percent of more than 
80,000 respondents agreed that 
people should be allowed to use 
marijuana for medical purposes. T 


Supreme Court snuffs out medical pot

T he U.S. Supreme Court 
threw compassion and the 
pleas of patients to the wind 
when it ruled by the letter of the 
law and against the medical use of 
marijuana. In its 8-0 unanimous 
decision issued Monday, May 14, 
the court found that “for the pur¬ 
poses o.f the Controlled Sub¬ 
stances Act, marijuana has no cur¬ 
rently accepted medical use at all.” 

“Congress has made a determi¬ 
nation that marijuana has no med¬ 
ical benefits worthy of an excep¬ 
tion,” wrote Justice Clarence 
Thomas in the majority opinion 
that denied use of a medical neces¬ 
sity defense when prosecuted. He 
was joined by four other justices 
who are held to be the more con¬ 
servative members of the court. 

A minority opinion, written by 
Justice John Paul Stevens and joined 
by Justices David Souter and Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg, tried to carve out a 
narrower ruling. They argued that 
medical necessity could not be used 
as a defense for'manufacturing and 
distribution of marijuana but may 
be so employed by individual pa¬ 
tients “for whom there is no alter¬ 
native means of avoiding starvation 


or extraordinary suffering.” 

Justice Stephen Breyer did not 
take part in the decision because 
his brother, U.S. District Judge 
Charles Breyer, handled the case 
on the trial court level. The case 
was the United States v. Oakland 
Cannabis Buyers Cooperative. 

Oakland Cannabis Buyers’ Co¬ 
operative director Jeff Jones lament¬ 
ed the decision as “heavy-handed 
and misguided.” It will limit their 
“ability to give direction to patients 
who are now going to be left to go to 
the streets to access their medicines 
in a way that is unsafe and could put 
them in jeopardy.” 

Dr. Donald Abrams, a leading 
researcher in the field of medical 
use of marijuana at the University 
of California, San Francisco, criti¬ 
cized both the court and Congress 
for playing doctor. He chooses to let 
the doctor and patient decide what 
is best in each individual situation. 

“This is not going to be over 
until we win,” said Dennis Peron, 
director of Californians for Com¬ 
passionate Use of Marijuana. 
Peron led the 1996 ballot fight, 
Proposition 215, where voters ap¬ 
proved medical use of marijuana. 

The issue of medical marijuana 
is likely to be back before the courts 
on questions concerning individ¬ 


ual constitutional rights and states’ 
rights in the context of a federated 
system of government that divides 
responsibilities between the feder¬ 
al and state governments. 

Local law enforcement officials 
were reviewing the ruling. But 
some had already decided that fed¬ 
eral law did not affect state law. “If 
the feds want to prosecute these 
people they can,” said Mendocino 
County California District Attor¬ 
ney Norm Vroman. “In California, 
the law has not changed one iota.” 

Chuck Thomas, spokesman for 
the Marijuana Policy Project in 
Washington, D.C., said the court 
ruling only applies to federal prose¬ 
cutions. “A state government may 
still allow its residents to possess, 
grow, or distribute marijuana.” Only 
about 1 percent of marijuana cases 
are prosecuted under federal law.. 

Congressman Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) has intro¬ 
duced legislation that would re¬ 
classify marijuana from a Sched¬ 
ule I to a Schedule II controlled 
substance. That would ease re¬ 
strictions on research and medical 
use, as well as reduce penalties for 
violating the law. And it would 
allow physicians to prescribe or 
recommend marijuana as therapy 
as applicable under state law. ▼

F cuk the “fcuk” sign. If you 
want some powerful mes¬ 
sages, try the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation’s Assumptions 
campaign’s visual advertising. 

Ranging from bus shelter ad¬ 
vertisements to a billboard that 
ran above the Cafe Flore in the

picted a naked man having, well, 
a really good time, the ads have 
captured the imagination of many 
by showing nearly all. 

They’re part of the SFAF’s As¬ 
sumptions campaign for HIV/ 
AIDS prevention and control that 
targets gay men at high risk for 
getting or spreading the disease. 

A key focus of the campaign is 
to challenge assumptions that 
many gay men make about their 
sexual partners’ HIV status. 

Unlike the controversial “san 
francisco’s first fcuk” sign (for 
French Connection U.K.) near 
Union Square in San Francisco, 
ads for the Assumptions cam¬ 
paign have drawn attention not 
from being clever but from ap¬ 
pearing explicit. 

In this year’s part of the As¬ 
sumptions campaign, called “How 
Do You Know What You Know?”, 
ads carry sexually charged visuals 
of naked men with tag lines like: 


• “Tops who bareback must be 
negative. How do you know what 
you know?” 

• “He’s a top. Tops can’t get it. 
How do you know what you know?” 

• “I don’t have it yet. I must be 
immune. How do you know what 
you know?” 

There are other ads showing 
couples, with the tag, “He’d tell me 
if he’s negative. He’d tell me if he’s 
positive.” 

Gritty and explicit 

Designers have turned up the 
visual heat in this, the second phase 
of the campaign. Last year’s ads 
featured abstract designs, which 
drew praise but also didn’t go far 
enough for the target audience of 
men at high sexual risk, according 
to Brian Byrnes, the foundation’s 
HIV prevention services director. 

This year’s Assumptions cam¬ 
paign cost $250,000, all of it from 
the foundation’s unrestricted

' funds, Byrnes said. The first ini¬ 
tiative last year cost just over 
$340,000. No government fund¬ 
ing is involved. 

Byrnes added that an ad simi¬ 
lar to the “Tops” message will run 
on the billboard above Cafe Flore 
for Pride month in June. The 
foundation will also place its 
posters throughout the Castro 
Muni station. 

“For the new campaign, we de¬ 
veloped this look after evaluating 
last year’s campaign,” Byrnes told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “From the 
first phase of the Assumptions 
campaign, we found that men 
liked the more abstract design but 
a significant proportion didn’t im¬ 
mediately understand the message 
was about sex lives and HIV.” 

Byrnes said the foundation 
“did about 150 street-based inter¬ 
views, plus later hour-long inter¬ 
views. So this year we turned our 
approach around, wanting to re¬ 
spond to the evaluation. 

“Many of the guys told us ex¬ 
plicitly in the evaluation that the 
campaign would succeed better if 
we used material that was grittier, 
with more sexually explicit visual 
language that would better reflect 


the sexual culture of the Castro and 
the target populations. The cam¬ 
paign is aimed at guys who are very 
active, with unprotected anal inter¬ 
course with multiple partners. 

“So far we’ve had lots of e- 
mails and calls saying that guys 
noticed the ads more. There’s 
been a lot of support [for the ap¬ 
proach]. We will do another eval¬ 
uation in July when the cam¬ 
paign’s over. But guys seem to re¬ 
late to the images, they see their 
own activities reflected.” 

The campaign’s visual and tex¬ 
tual approach contrasts with that 
of several pharmaceutical firms 
which make HIV/AIDS drugs. 
The HIV drug ads became mag¬ 
nets for controversy recently be¬ 
cause they depicted sexually sug¬ 
gestive HIV-positive men while 
ignoring the physical and other 
consequences of the disease. 

HIV activists, health officials, 
and politicians challenged the ads’ 
implicit message, eventually 
prompting the Food and Drug 
Administration to ban the adver¬ 
tisements as misleading. The FDA 
told drug companies to make clear 
the downside of HIV infection.

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Texas gets hate crimes coverage

T exas will include gays and les¬ 
bians among those covered 
by hate crimes laws. Gover¬ 
nor Rick Perry signed the measure 
last Friday, May 11, only three 
hours after it landed on his desk. 
That brought the long and con¬ 
tentious struggle to a quick end. It 
amends a law passed in 1993 and 
goes into effect on September 1. 

The James Byrd Jr. Hate 
Crimes Act was named after the 
African American man who was 
beaten and dragged to his death 
behind a pickup truck in 1998. 
Byrd’s mother, Stella, who was at 
the signing ceremony, called it 
“the best Mother’s Day gift that 
I’ve ever received. At least I have 
something good to remember 
from his death. It’s been hard, it’s 
been real hard to live through it.” 

The measure was strongly op¬ 
posed by social conservatives, pri¬ 
marily because it extends protection 


to homosexuals. Two years ago, 
then-Governor George W. Bush re¬ 
portedly worked behind the scenes 
to make sure the bill remained bot¬ 
tled up in the Legislature so that he 
would not have to face the question 
of signing or vetoing it while he was 
running for president. 

Perry, then lieutenant gover¬ 
nor, had played a leading role in 
that process. But this year, as po¬ 
litical momentum increasingly 
swung behind the bill, he lobbied 
state senators to allow the bill to 
come to a vote, though he did not 
come out in favor of it. 

Democrats unanimously sup¬ 
ported the legislation. Ten Repub¬ 
licans voted for it in the House, 
padding the 87-60 margin of vic¬ 
tory, while five state senators 
helped to assure passage by 20-10 
in that chamber. 

Conservative groups such as 
the Texas Christian Coalition and 
the Texas Eagle Forum asked their 
members to call the governor ex¬ 
pressing opposition to the bill, 


and urge a veto. Thousands of 
calls and letters flooded Perry’s of¬ 
fice, nearly 3 to 1 in opposition. 

Perry responded to those pleas 
at the signing ceremony. “What I 
would ask them to do is not un¬ 
like what I did. In the quietness of 
my own heart, make a decision 
that I think is in the best interest 
of this state and for all Texans.” 

Without questioning Perry’s 
sincerity, observers said that it is 
also fair to note that the political 
tide had turned. By signing the bill 
he brought an end to a highly con¬ 
tentious issue that mobilized core 
Democratic constituents, while 
banking on the hope that few so¬ 
cial conservatives will see it as an 
issue come election time next year. 

“Today the pendulum of jus¬ 
tice swings our way,” said Dianne 
Hardy-Garcia, executive director 
of the Lesbian and Gay Rights 
Lobby of Texas. She called it an 
historic moment.

Asked how the Assumptions 
and the HIV drug ad campaigns 
differed, Byrnes cited the respons¬ 
es received during SFAF’s evalua¬ 
tions. He added: “For gay-related 
programs, there are hundreds of 
studies that showing behavior 
change among cohorts of individ¬ 
uals with the help of role model¬ 
ing or skills-building programs. 

“We’ve been doing prevention 
work for 20 years. We have an epi¬ 
demic that’s significantly smaller 
than it was 15 years ago, partly as 
a result” of interventions. 

“Regarding the pharmaceutical 
stuff, it’s one of many things that 
influence people’s behavior.” 

Various approaches 

The campaign is part of a set of 
long-term public education efforts 
by SFAF. One facet relies on sets of 
powerful, highly explicit ads tar¬ 
geting diverse audiences, primari¬ 
ly of gay men. Some are placed in 
sex bars and clubs; others, gener¬ 
ally less explicit, run on bus shel¬ 
ters or the sides of buses. The evo¬ 
lution of the ads reflects bench¬ 
marks in the AIDS epidemic and 
shifting approaches over the years 
to prevention and control. 

Said Byrnes, “HIV is a different 
thing than it was five to seven years 
ago, and that has had a profound 
influence on HIV prevention. My 
approach is to give people infor¬ 
mation for them to make fully in¬ 
formed decisions [on sexual be¬ 
havior] with. When we were decid¬ 
ing how to do the second Assump¬ 
tions campaign, we found that the 
idea of assumptions was very rele¬ 
vant, that it rang true for many of 
those interviewed. They find them¬ 
selves assuming a lot of things in¬ 
cluding their partners’ HIV status. 

“This current campaign boils 
the message down to the simplest 
possible terms,” he added. 

Another tool in the SFAF arse¬ 
nal is a foundation-sponsored 
Web site that takes the same frank 
approach to the realities of gay sex 
for many. The site is at 
www.gaylife.org, and contains 
clickable thumbnails of the As¬ 
sumptions ads. 

The Web site notes in part, 
“Many ‘bottoms’ who don’t have 
HIV take refuge in the mistaken 
belief that all ‘tops’ are negative. 
While ‘topping’ does reduce the 
risk of getting HIV if you’re unin¬ 
fected, some men who ‘bottom’ 
use this knowledge to develop a 


faulty ‘risk calculus’ that supports 
their desire to have unprotected 
anal sex. Some of the uninfected 
bottoms assume that their top is 
also uninfected by virtue of the 
fact that he is a ‘top.’ Some positive 
guys save barebacking for other 
positive guys. Some use their viral 
load as a way to measure risk. 

“Some people take viral load 
into account when thinking about 
what kinds of sex to have, like 
whether or not to use condoms. If 
you have HIV it will be in your 
cum and precum. If you pull out 
before you cum the risk goes down 
although he could still get infected 
from your precum. Some men 
with HIV who don’t use condoms 
pull out before cumming to make 
it less likely HIV will be passed on. 
Some men who don’t have HIV 
ask the man fucking them to pull 
out before he cums to make it less 
likely they’ll get HIV.” 

Byrnes warned that HIV pre¬ 
vention is complex and difficult. 

“Behavior changes are a result 
of a number of different influ¬ 
ences: there’s no magic bullet. 
What you need is a complex inter¬ 
action of interventions, to achieve 
behavior changes. The goal is to 
raise men’s critical awareness 
when they make assumptions 
about their partner’s HIV status. 

“In the [next] evaluation, we’ll 
measure whether guys are more 
aware ... we won’t know how well 
it’s worked till it’s done. 

“We’re working on an estimat¬ 
ed set of data. We explore lots of 
data, then field test thoroughly, 
when we do a social marketing 


campaign.” 

TTie foundation, Byrnes said, has 
“a huge commitment with CAPS 
[the Center for AIDS Prevention 
Studies of the University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco]. This campaign 
was inspired by 200 interviews we 
did with men who had unprotected 
anal sex in the last six months. 

“We worked with a team of so¬ 
cial scientists such as anthropolo¬ 
gists, and worked with social mar¬ 
keters through focus groups to re¬ 
fine the images.” 

Often Byrnes added, “People 
make assumptions about the safe- 
sex issue. In reality, it’s a bit of a 
mix. There are assumptions, and 
as such there is a fair degree of 
margin, a wide margin of error. 
For example, an HIV-positive guy 
goes home with someone, he sees 
Poz magazine on the bedside 
table, and assumes the other per¬ 
son is also positive. 

“For many, it’s so hard to raise 
the HIV status issue. A negative 
bottom may assume that his part¬ 
ner would not put him at risk, so 
they don’t use a condom. 

“Or he assumes the sex is very 
meaningful, and so assumes the 
same behavior by his partner. 

“With other types of interven¬ 
tions as well, guys build confi¬ 
dence, build negotiating skills with 
partners, so they have increasing 
control over the situation.” ▼

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Campaign, said it was “a very 
good sign.” Any move on hate 
crimes legislation at the state level 
“will have a positive effect at the 
national level.” 

She also made clear that the 
two pieces of legislation differ. 
The national bill does not enhance 
penalties for hate crimes. Further¬ 
more, she noted that the length of 
time it took to pass in Texas, and 
more than a decade in New York, 
underscores the need to pass fed¬ 
eral legislation to cover the major¬ 
ity of states that do not have hate 
crimes laws, or have laws that do 


not include lesbians and gays. 

Log Cabin Republicans politi¬ 
cal director Kevin Ivers expects an 
enhanced debate in this session of 
Congress over competing versions 
of hate crimes legislation spon¬ 
sored by Senators Ted Kennedy 
and Orrin Hatch. The more ex¬ 
pansive Kennedy version would 
immediately extend federal juris¬ 
diction in these matters while the 
Hatch version would extend assis¬ 
tance to local authorities while 
undertaking a study to see if gay 
hate crimes are treated differently 
in different states. ▼

Doctor dilemma

inding a new doctor after liv¬ 
ing with HIV for 12 years has 
been a difficult and frustrat¬ 
ing experience. After a move to 
Chicago, I was in need of a new 
primary care physician as well as 
other specialty doctors that I could 
trust to provide as good or better 
care than I had in the 10 years I 
lived in San Francisco. Needless to 
say, the search was a frightening 
position in which to place myself. 
The complexity in treating AIDS 
today and the poor state of so- 
called managed care has put good 
HIV care in real jeopardy. Plus, 
since my care has become so com¬ 
plex, constant, and rather delicate, 
I require doctors that are essential¬ 
ly specialists in HIV. So, I soon 
found out that finding an appro¬ 
priate, good doctor was not going 
to be an easy task. 

Today, most care providers 
who treat a larger percentage of 
persons with HIV have become 
specialists of sorts due to the over¬ 
whelming and constantly chang¬ 
ing treatment paradigm. These are 
specialists not even recognized by 
medical boards, government insti¬ 
tutions, and the insurance indus¬ 
try. Having said that, knowing and 
understanding how to treat the 
disease has even become debat¬ 
able by the experts who have tried 
to standardize guidelines for the 
treatment and care of people with 
HIV. Those specialists cannot 
even agree on standardization but 
only recommend certain treat¬ 
ment requirements for stages of 
the disease. The field of HIV med¬ 
icine is so complex because we 
know now how individual HIV 
treatment is and understand that 
it is in constant fluctuation. Even 
with the guidelines, doctors with 
years of experience and their own 
knowledge in the field are at a loss. 
The best doctors will realize the 
individuality of HIV treatment. 

I asked around and was re¬ 
ferred to three different doctors, 
each with their own qualities and 
perspectives. Most of them had 
HIV experience but approached 
care differently. One was a re¬ 
search doctor at a local university. 
Another had a private practice 
with more of a “bedside manner,” 
and a third doctor was very cur¬ 
rent with treatment trends and 
treated aggressively, while the 
other physician treated based on 
his own experience in his HIV 


practice. The combination of the 
three of them would make a great 
doctor, but unfortunately my in¬ 
surance would only cover the cost 
of one primary care physician. I 
had to make a choice. 

Patients today are mostly 
knowledgeable in HIV, not only 
because of advocacy efforts over 
the years, but as a necessity due to 
the ongoing changes and discov¬ 
eries in AIDS research. We’ve had 
to keep up with the current 
trends in order to stay 
alive. Sometimes that 
meant overseeing 
how our doctors pre¬ 
scribe medicine. But 
every patient is different 
and reacts differently to 
their care. As people with 
HIV are living 
longer and treat¬ 
ment of the dis¬ 
ease becomes 
more complicated, it is especially 
important that the relationship, 
communication, and dialogue be¬ 
tween the patient and the doctor 
be on par with each other. Long¬ 
term AIDS survivors know this 
better than most patients since 
they have had relationships with 
their doctors for several years. 
They have a broader understand¬ 
ing of their disease because they 
have dealt with it for years. They 
have educated themselves about 
their disease and have demanded 
the utmost care and appreciation. 

Most patients place physicians 
on a pedestal and hold everything 
they say to be the bottom line 
without questions or interference. 

Patients who receive the best 
care, however, are those that take 
an active role in their treatment, 
questioning and learning as much 
as they can about their disease. 
They use a “team” approach in¬ 
volving the physician, their staff, 
case managers, and other practi¬ 
tioners of alternative and holistic 
medicine. And they keep up as 
best they can with the barrage of 
HIV treatment information in 
AIDS newsletters, support groups, 
the Internet, and hotlines. 

There are a few helpful hints 
that may help people with their 
doctors, and guide them to over¬ 
all better care. As with everything 
in life you mostly have the right to 
choose your own doctor at any 
point of your illness. Where you 
reside or what insurance plan you 
have may, however, limit your op¬ 
tions. 

Remember that doctors work 
for you and are only human and 


do make mistakes. That is why it 
is so important to have a team ap¬ 
proach to your care, where sever¬ 
al people become involved and 
may catch mistakes or problems 
unnoticed by the primary physi¬ 
cian. It is also important to be as 
aware as possible to what is hap¬ 
pening in terms of diagnosis, 
blood values, prescriptions, and a 
plan for the future. 

Does your doctor communi¬ 
cate well? Does he/she have good 

eye contact with you? Is it easy 
to reach your doctor when 
you have a question? Do 
they return your calls 
and messages in a time¬ 
ly manner? Do they 
spend the appropriate 
amount of time with you 
per visit? It is true 
that doctors are 
burdened with a 
staggering 
amount of paperwork these days 
but with managed care dictating 
the length of doctor visits, patients 
should leave the office feeling they 
have had their questions an¬ 
swered. 

Do you ever actually see your 
doctor, or is it always the physi¬ 
cian’s assistant or nurse practi¬ 
tioner or intern that checks blood 
pressure, pulse, and temperature? 
Unless your health plan states oth¬ 
erwise, see the provider you are 
paying to see. 

Do you have access to your 
medical records and blood test re¬ 
sults? If you do, do you know how 
to interpret them? 

Does your doctor have good 
“bedside manner”? Does he or she 
have a sense of humor? Do they 
give you a little hug at the end of 
the visit? (You may not want to 
hug them or vice versa!) Are they 
current with the literature and the 
available clinical trials you may be 
eligible for? Are they good strate¬ 
gists? Do they follow up well with 
test results and questions they 
promise to answer? 

For me it was important to have 
a well-educated, current doctor 
who communicated well and made 
me feel as comfortable as possible 
upon every visit. A good doctor- 
patient relationship may be one of 
the most important in the life of a 
person with HIV. Even though 
there are difficulties in accessing 
the best doctors and the field is 
ever changing, as the patient, you 
are ultimately responsible for the 
quality of your care. It requires fol¬ 
low up and maintenance but you 
have to demand it. ▼ 




Davis budget has ADAP shortfall

M ore than 24,000 HlV-posi- 
tive people in California 
who depend on the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program may 
lose crucial drugs that help pro¬ 
long their lives, if the governor’s 
revised budget goes through. 

Project Inform and the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
warned this week that Governor 
Gray Davis’s failure to include 
new state money for HIV/AIDS 
could easily jeopardize the low-in¬ 
come people who rely on ADAP- 
provided drugs to keep them alive. 

Unless there’s a change, the gov¬ 
ernor’s May revision of the budget 
means there is going to be a $ 15 mil¬ 
lion shortfall in the state’s portion of 
ADAP binding. Davis’s Department 
of Finance estimates that ADAP will 
need the money for fiscal year 2001 - 
2002 to meet rising enrollment, use 


of drugs, and pharmaceutical prices, 
the foundation said. 

Davis’s preliminary budget in 
January projected the total pro¬ 
gram cost at $149 million, with 
about $44.5 million coming from 
Sacramento. Federal funding will 
have a minor increase. 

The two advocacy groups 
urged people concerned to write 
the governor. 

“This could mean cutting out 
entire classes of drugs that supple¬ 
ment HIV drugs,” warned Anne 
Donnelly, Project Inform’s public 
policy director. 

“These drugs are critical for 
people who are dependent on 
ADAP,” Donnelly told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Without the $15 
million, it’s going to leave them 
with no access to life-prolonging 
medicines. It’s potentially devas¬ 
tating to their lives.” 

About 1,000 persons apply for 
the ADAP program each month. 


“For Californians with HIV’ said 
Dana Van Gorder, the SFAF director 
of state and local affairs, “an ADAP 
shortfall presents a dire consequence. 
Because the state cannot limit en¬ 
rollment in the program, the only 
option available to control costs is to 
remove drugs from the list of treat¬ 
ment available to ADAP clients.” 

Van Gorder called the decision 
“simply unacceptable,” adding 
that “June 5 marks the 20th year 
of this tragic epidemic. We call on 
Governor Davis to mark that oc¬ 
casion by recommitting the state 
to a compassionate response to 
the epidemic through full fund¬ 
ing” for ADAP. T

ees’ spouses. Leal also took the 
lead in establishing the street cam¬ 
era program to crack down on 
red-light runners. 

During her campaign for trea¬ 
surer four years ago, Leal said that 
she would initiate a socially re¬ 
sponsible investment program for 
city funds. That has been imple¬ 
mented, she said Monday, adding 
that even with the screen and the 
recent economic downturn, San 
Francisco’s investment yield rates 
are higher than San Diego and Los 
Angeles counties and the state. “I 
said I would apply a socially re¬ 
sponsible screen for all invest¬ 
ments and we have,” she said. “You 
can do the right thing in more 
than one way.” 

Another major change in the 


treasurer’s office concerns San 
Francisco’s banking services. After 
Leal took office in 1998, she put 
the city’s banking contracts out to 
bid, something that hadn’t been 
done in decades. As a result of 
competitive bidding, Leal said, the 
city has enjoyed lower fees and 
better cash management. 

Efficient and fair treatment of 
city taxpayers is another improve¬ 
ment in the treasurer’s office, Leal 
said. “We are a department that 
takes money from folks, so let’s 
make it easy. We’re working very 
hard on customer service.” 

A number of city financial 
transactions can now be done on¬ 
line, she added, and her office has 
an audio ATM machine for the vi¬ 
sually impaired. 

The treasurer’s office also is 
cracking down on parking lot op¬ 
erators who avoid paying their fair 
share to the city. Recent legislation 


authored by Supervisor Mark 
Leno and unanimously adopted 
by the board could generate as 
much as $25 million in tax rev¬ 
enue each year for seniors, Muni, 
and the city’s general fund. Leal 
strongly supported the legislation. 

“The city receives 25 percent of 
parking lot revenue,” she said. “It’s 
the largest single source of funds 
for seniors out of our general fund.” 

She added that recently, her of¬ 
fice won court approval to place a 
civilian employee from the sher¬ 
iff’s department at one city park¬ 
ing lot who is personally collect¬ 
ing the money. “We took the pret¬ 
ty extreme action of going to 
court, under old common law, to 
put a ‘keeper’ at the lot. We took 
their [parking lot] money and 
we’re going to keep doing that till 
we get our money back. 

“It’s your money I’m talking 
about,” she added. T

guage interpreters and sound 
equipment), organizers recently 
rejected a $500 donation from 
Coors, the brewing company that 
conveniently has both a progres¬ 
sive giving program and a right- 
wing funding arm that company 
officials have for years said are 
“unaffiliated.” The Coors family 
has donated to various efforts that 
are anti-choice, anti-gay, and 
AIDS-phobic, including the Free 
Congress Foundation which in 
1987 published the vicious book, 
Gays, AIDS, and You. 

“Accepting this money would 
amount to spitting on the graves 
of those who have of AIDS,” said 
Michael Lauro of Survive AIDS, 
who noted that individuals and 
organizations have all pitched in 
to replace what would have come 
from Coors. “The community re¬ 
sponse has been nothing short of 
overwhelming, especially as word 
spread that we had rejected the 
Coors offer. Local people and 
groups really stepped up to the 
plate.” 

Contingents marching in the 


vigil are as diverse as the HIV-af¬ 
fected community itself. Pets Are 
Wonderful Support, for instance, 
will be marching as a group; peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, PAWS volunteers, 
and the animals that love them 
will all be present. Interested par¬ 
ticipants should bring their pets 
and meet at the PAWS office at be¬ 
fore the march at 3248 16th Street 
between Guerrero and Dolores; 
call (415) 241-1473 for more in¬ 
formation. 

Also marching as a group will 
be Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco which for 
years now has held a pre-vigil ser¬ 
vice. This year’s service, called 
“Fighting for Our lives for 20 
Years” takes place at MCC-SF, 150 
Eureka Street, at 7 p.m. As a spiri¬ 
tual home that has been there for 
AIDS in its entirety, the Castro- 
based MCC has held hundreds of 
individual memorial services, per¬ 
haps more than any other church 
in America. Sunday’s service will 
remember all of these faces once 
again as well as help to renew a 
commitment to fight the disease. 
As the service concludes, those at¬ 
tending take candles and march to 
Market Street where they will join 
other vigil participants. 


A large leather presence is also 
expected at the vigil, and a call for 
participation by Mr. Edge Leather 
Eric Bernier has asked that those 
interested meet “Mama” Sandy 
Reinhardt and the rest of the 
leather family at the Edge, 18th 
and Collingwood, at 7 p.m. The 
leather contingent will take off 
from the Edge at 7:45 p.m. to meet 
the rest of the group. 

For march organizers, the com¬ 
munity involvement indicates a 
powerful event this weekend, one 
that will set new standards for 
memorials and send a far-reaching 
message about the future of AIDS.

T he Advocate and Out have 
long been accused of featur¬ 
ing straight people on their 
covers in an effort to reach a wider 
readership. Two faces that 
blur that line are twin 
models Lane and Kyle 
Carlson, who grace the 
cover of the notoriously 
nudity-filled XXX issue of 
the “Abercrombie & Fitch 
Quarterly,” and the current 
issue of Out. 

Displaying all the 
zombie-like appeal of 
store window man¬ 
nequins in the ubiqui¬ 
tous fashion spread, 
the Carlson twins betray a polite 
acceptance of their gay fans in an 
interview with editor-in-chief 
Brendan Lemon, who never asks 
the college baseball and rugby 
jocks about their sexuality. Funny 
how the largest gay magazines 
manage to dance around that 
topic. 

One name you won’t see in ei¬ 
ther publication - at least until the 


TV movie rights, 20/20 exclusive, 
and in-depth interview in one of 
these publications is secured - is 
the professional baseball player 
that editor Lemon claims to be 
dating. 

In a case of dubious journalis¬ 
tic ethics, or merely crass market¬ 
ing, Lemon claims 
to have been frus¬ 
trated by dating a 
closeted “East Coast” base¬ 
ball player of some fame, 
and how he wishes his beau 
would come out. He admits 
“There is more than a 
little irony in the edi¬ 
tor of the nation’s 
largest-circulation 
gay magazine skulk¬ 
ing around with 
someone so deep in the closet.” No 
more than that same magazine 
perpetually featuring heterosexu¬ 
als and closet cases on its cover. 

Yet tongues have been wag¬ 
ging, and dozens of names have 
been posted on the message 
boards of Outsports.com, where a 
lot of guys seem to know more 
about players’ sexual desires than 
the skulker-dating Lemon. 


Married-with-kid baseballer 
Gabe Kapler is assumed to be gay. 
After all, he poses for fitness mags 
alongside L.A. “models” (i.e. es¬ 
corts) and porn performers. The 
ubiquitous Brady Anderson is 
mentioned, despite his having re¬ 
peatedly and politely denied it, 
and dated many women. Ander¬ 
son was even allegedly spotted at 
gay bar Moby Dick in the Castro. 
I would have happily bought him 
a drink, but that wouldn’t make 
him gay (without a dash of our 
special homo elixir, of course). 

Other names include good 
players of some renown. Funny 


how they’re all really handsome, 
like there’s no such thing as an av¬ 
erage-looking gay jock. Chicago 
Cubs pitcher Julian Tavarez - 
whose Bay Area “assholes and fag¬ 
gots” remark last month at Pac 
Bell Park earned us an apology 
and an undisclosed fine/donation 
for his John Rocker imperson¬ 
ation - did not make the list. 

Semi-outings are like predict¬ 
ing the 2002 World Series.

credit (and about $50), gaycon- 
glomo’s flash celeb writer gets a 
few grand and a GLAAD Award 
for asking the same questions.

While CNN’s coverage may 
not be fit to cover gay sports, its 
owner’s ex-wife is fit, and made 
fitness a household word through 
popular exercise videotapes that 
sold millions, but are now proba¬ 
bly gathering dust at a nearby 
garage sale, along with striped leo¬ 
tards.

Team San Francisco members 
voted their decision for the Feder¬ 
ation of Gay Games regarding the 
five bid proposals for Gay Games 
VI in 2006. They recommended 
* that the following four bidding 
organizations continue the bid¬ 
ding: Atlanta Games Inc., Chicago 
2006, Los Angeles 2006 Inc., and 
Montreal 2006. 

The Gay Games 2006 Los An¬ 
geles Bid Committee, the apparent 
lesser of two LA bids, was elimi¬ 
nated. There had been talk that 
the two Los Angeles groups merg¬ 
ing, but that doesn’t seem like it’s 
going to happen. The four re¬ 
maining groups will be asked to 
make a full presentation in Johan¬ 
nesburg in November. 

No exit 

There’s nothing funny or gay 
about the two horrifying sports 
events in Africa. Over 120 people 
died in a melee at a soccer match 
in Ghana on May 9. Police sprayed 
tear gas when fans threw bottles. 
The fans ran for exits, which were 
locked. 

Only weeks before, almost 50 
people died in riots at another 
soccer match in Johannesburg, 
South Africa, almost before the 
match even started. While the 
major media took the “fact” that 
oversold tickets were at fault, sev¬ 
eral attendees wrote letters to Web 
sites and newspapers saying it 
wasn’t true, but mere mob rule 
that resulted in the stampede. 

Johannesburg is hoping to host 
the World Cup in 2010. With such 
rampantly inept crowd control, 
that seems doubtful. But being the 
kind of culture that ignores in¬ 
creasingly horrifying tragedies, 
where kindergarten kids are 
stabbed and shot at, it probably 
won’t make a difference. Such 
monstrosities will probably be 
part of the season finale of Sur¬ 
vivor VIII.

I f Loth Mansouri, departing General Director of San Francisco Opera, is re¬ 
membered for one seminal act, it will be for inventing operatic tides when 
he was GD of the Canadian Opera in Toronto. In San Francisco, he direct¬ 
ed my all-time favorite production, 1967’s VElisir d'amore with Reri Grist 
and Alfredo Kraus, and he presided over the successful refurbishing of the 
War Memorial Opera House after the Loma Prieta earthquake. 

Artistically, however, his legacy seems to me to rest in an odd area. His rep¬ 
utation as a stage director who loved music but didn’t care about such niceties 
as who was conducting proved untrue in San Francisco, where the conducting 
choices improved markedly over those of predecessors Kurt Herbert Adler and 
Terence McEwen. Mansouri is responsible for SFO’s long, fruitful association 
with the Kirov’s Valery Gergiev; with signing the ambitious, left-handed Scot, 
Donald Runnicles, as music director; and with the development, however hap¬ 
hazard, of Patrick Summers from Merola coach to international podium star. 

Unlike his predecessors, Mansouri has never taken exception to the censori¬ 
ous things I’ve said about his regime. For one thing, he doesn’t read reviews.

'The Most Fabulous Story Ever Told' opens in San Francisco

T he religious fundamentalists 
wielding the picket signs 
didn’t mean to inspire a 
comedy. But when Paul Rudnick 
saw “God didn’t make Adam and 
Steve” on their placards, his sly 
mind went to work. 

“It occurred to me one day, 
what if God had made Adam and 
Steve, and the first two lesbians, 
Jane and Mabel, as well?” Rudnick 
said. “That seemed like the jump¬ 
ing-off point for a comedy, as well 
as an investigation into faith told 
very much from a gay perspec¬ 
tive.”

The result was The Most Fabu¬ 
lous Story Ever Told, a 1998 Off- 
Broadway hit that is having its San 
Francisco premiere this weekend 
at the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center. The first act is set in the 
Garden of Eden, as Earth’s first 
queer couples make sense of their 
surroundings, while the second 
act transfers the characters to con¬ 
temporary times, where they deal 
with the ramifications of the faiths 
they had developed. 

The play can be outrageously 
funny, but the seriously silly au¬ 
thor of Jeffrey had more on his 
mind than just laughs. In his re¬ 
view of the play for The New York 
Times, chief critic Ben Brantley 
wrote, “There’s reverence in Mr. 
Rudnick’s irreverence, an earnest 
warmth beneath the frivolity. By 
the evening’s end, all those jokes 
come to seem, as that eminent 
theologian Madonna once sang, 
‘like a prayer.’” 

Rudnick, speaking from his 
home in Manhattan, agreed: “I 
didn’t want it to ever feel like it 
was just Bible satire or a cheap 
shot at religion. I wanted it to re¬ 
ally get at what is behind anyone’s 
need for faith, or rejection of faith, 
or even anger at God.” 

And Rudnick being Rudnick, 
he wanted to tread dicey territo¬ 


ries. “I’ve written a number of 
plays that have dealt with sex, 
which no longer feels particularly 
taboo,” he said. “So I wondered if 
there are any subjects that do still 
feel a little bit off-limits. If you ask 
a friend about his sex life, you’ll 
be there for the next three hours. 
But if you ask someone if they be¬ 
lieve in God, you’re crossing a 
line.” 

Of course, that brings up the 
question of Rudnick’s own beliefs. 
Though he has said he was raised 
as “a wildly reformed 
Jew,” he said he’s cur¬ 
rently comfortable with 
the labels agnostic or 
atheist. “But there’s still 
that 5-year-old part of 
me that’s always glanc¬ 
ing to heaven for a pos¬ 
sible thunderbolt.” 

If he does wor¬ 
ship, it’s at the altar 
of theater. “My ex¬ 
periences in the the¬ 
ater and in comedy were some of 
the most deeply felt of my life,” 
Rudnick said. “And I began to feel 
that if I had any religion, it in¬ 
volved the worship of theater, of 
the talents involved, and of the 
sheer joy that a live theatrical ex¬ 
perience can bring. I don’t know 
if that’s a substitute for God, but 
that’s something that feels tran¬ 
scendent to me.” 

Rudnick, who has a trio of 
one-acts opening in New York in 
the fall, found that theatrical tran¬ 
scendence doesn’t always pay the 
rent. “Hollywood has subsidized 
my theater work,” he said. “My 
heart is still 100 percent with the 
theater.” 

His screenplays have included 
Addams Family Values, In & Out, 
Isn’t She Great?, and a comedy ti¬ 
tled Marcy X now shooting in 
New York with Lisa Kudrow and 
Damon Wayans as its stars. 

“It’s about this romance be¬ 
tween a very rich Jewish girl and a 
wild rap star,” Rudnick said. “It’s 
set in the middle of one of those 
censorship battles where the rap 
star’s latest CD is being banned. I 
tried to think of something outra¬ 
geous to write about where I had 
just no business meddling. It’s an¬ 
other one of those taboo topics.” 

Despite its irreverence, The 
Most Fabulous Story Ever Told did¬ 
n’t create much controversy 
among the religious right. Ter¬ 
rence McNally’s Corpus Christi, 
which had opened earlier that sea¬ 
son, absorbed the brunt of that 
fury. There was actually more of a 
backlash to the play in the gay 
world. 

“I think there’s this politically 
correct tizzy among factions of 
the gay community who are des¬ 
perate to have gay characters only 
portrayed as straight-seeming,” 


Rudnick said. “There’s a sense that 
if you create any gay characters 
who are flamboyant that you will 
alienate the mainstream and get 
us all in trouble. I’d rather cele¬ 
brate this wonderful gay tradition 
of outrageous behavior than 
worry about it to death.”

! f there’s ever to be a glossy na¬ 
tional magazine spotlighting 
gay, hot older men, James Ivory 
as the issue’s premiere centerfold 
would be a wise choice. Dapper, 
distinguished, literate, dryly acer¬ 
bic and solidly built to a degree, 
this director, now in his 73rd year, 
has brought more joy to American 
filmgoers who read Proust and 
Joyce Carol Oates for fun than any 
other helmer around. 

Born in Berkeley,. California, 
educated at the University of Ore¬ 
gon, and a longtime companion 
of the cookbook writer and film 
producer Ismail Merchant, Ivory 
has directed such celebrated films 
as Shakespeare Wallah, The Euro¬ 
peans, A Room With a View, The 
Bostonians, Maurice, The Remains 
of the Day, and the superb but 
overlooked A Soldier’s Daughter 
Never Cries. Now comes his adap¬ 
tation of The Golden Bowl, which 
has had a phenomenal reception 
in England. 

“This is arguably the best film 
from James Ivory,” crowed The 
London Evening Standard. “A so¬ 
phisticated drama for grown-ups,” 
hailed The Guardian. And The 
London Sunday Observer agreed: 
“Ivory coasts to another triumph.” 

Even if you disagree, it’s more 
because Henry James fails to reach 
Ivory’s heights than the other way 
around this time. 

To discuss The Golden Bowl 
and other matters, B.A.R. sat 
down with Ivory in overly stuffed 
high-backed chairs that brazenly 


faced each other in his Essex 
House hotel room in New York 
City a few weeks ago. 

Before hitting the personal, I 
thought I’d start on safer ground 
with some Henry James rap. I 
noted that, according to a Gore 
Vidal essay, James was exuberant¬ 
ly happy when he wrote The Gold¬ 
en Bowl. The reason was he was 
living with a “charming Anglo- 
Irish man-ahout-town” named Jo¬ 
celyn Persse. 

“That some kind of wishful 
thinking there or something on 
Gore’s part,” Ivory retorted. “That 
never happened to Henry James.” 

“That he never had gay de¬ 
sires?”

readable book!) She was attired in 
Jean-Paul Gaultier leather, as 
should we all. 

In this exquisite-looking cos¬ 
tume drama with its dysfunction¬ 
al family plot, Uma stars as the 
very unhappy Charlotte Stant.

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Flaws in the glass 


Merchant Ivor/s 'The Golden BowT opens

If t wasn’t long ago that Henry 

James (1843-1916) was consid- 
1 ered to be one of the most un- 
filmable of all novelists. But many 
directors have tried. We’ve had 
Wyler’s classic The Heiress ( 1949) 
with Olivia de Havilland and 
Montgomery Clift, Bogdanovich’s 
Daisy Miller (1974) with then- 
girlfriend Cybill Shepherd, Truf¬ 
faut’s The Green Room (1978), 
Softley’s Wings of the Dove ( 1997), 
Holland’s Washington Square 
(1997), Campion’s Portrait of a 
Lady (1996), and perhaps most fa¬ 
mously, James Ivory’s The Euro¬ 
peans (1979) with Lee Remick, 
and The Bostonians (1984) with 
Vanessa Redgrave. 

Now the director weighs in yet 
again with his stunning new film 
of James’ last novel, The Golden 
Bowl (1904), from his controver¬ 
sial final period. Controversial be¬ 
cause, as Oscar Wilde remarked, 
“It talks more and says less as it 
goes on,” though some find the 
late works a marvel of psycholog¬ 
ical penetration and a triumph of 
style. A basic, almost Harlequin 
romance is usually embedded in 
all that elegant prose. But James 
always ups the ante, and his stories 
are usually about the conflicts, 
confusions and mergers between 
love and money. And his simple 
plot here exposes these tensions. 

Boy — a dashing prince — and 
girl meet, fall in love, but can’t 
marry because they’re poor. Boy 
gets engaged to girl’s heiress 
friend, and his girl marries her bil¬ 
lionaire father. Couple number 
one starts carrying on again, and 
everyone covers up the adultery 
until heiress — now a princess — 
buys a golden bowl which uncov¬ 
ers their secret. The fact explodes: 
the characters are forced to face 
themselves and the choices they’ve 
made. It’s your typical noir plot, 
but in James and in Ruth Jhab- 
vala’s expert and freely imagined 
script, a wealth of conflicted emo¬ 
tions and motives vie for each 
other. 

The opening scenes are short 
and rapidly establish story, mood 
and character. Prince Amerigo 
(Jeremy Northam) is presented as 
handsome, charming and very 
Old World, while impoverished 
Charlotte Stant (Uma Thurman) 
is gorgeous, vulnerable and pas¬ 
sionate. They have a lot of chem¬ 
istry in these early scenes, and a 
later one, in which the two meet 
on the sly in a beautifully ap¬ 
pointed London room, is as¬ 
tounding in its force, with quick 
cuts of the lover’s hands. These 
convey the very moment of desire, 
and this scene resembles the one 
in Ivory’s overlooked masterpiece 
Maurice (1987) where Maurice 
(James Wilby) and Clive (Hugh 
Grant) touch and kiss. The erotic 
tension between holding back and 
yielding mirrors James’ other 
themes. What is the price of keep¬ 
ing secrets, and do we hurt or pro¬ 
tect each other by not telling the 
truth? These aren’t intellectual 
games but emotional ones, and 
Ivory’s picture is hypnotic in effect 
— steady, detailed and intense. 
The players in this house of cards 


do the best they can to keep up 
appearances. 

Fanny Assingham (Angelica 
Huston) is certainly a master 
arranger (and looks likes James’ 
description), but she’s appalled 
nonetheless by the Prince and 
Charlotte’s brazen conduct, 
though not averse to pouring on 
her Southern charm when the 
moment demands. Jhabvala’s 
script distills the essence of 
Fanny’s relationship with her hus¬ 
band Col. Bob Assingham (James 
Fox), and even the tiny bits she 
takes from a big chapter devoted 
to their speculations about the 
lovers and Amerigo’s wife Maggie 
(Kate Beckinsale) get the tone and 
feeling right. 

James’ characters display vary¬ 
ing degrees of innocence and self- 
knowledge. Ivory’s actors all rise 
to the challenge of their parts: 
Thurman spoiled, vixenish, wildly 
emotional; Beckinsale a lovely del¬ 
icate flower, but fiercely resolved 
when need be; Northam suave, 
deferential in both manner and 


body language; Nick Nolte the 
rough but sensitive businessman; 
Huston the knowing link in the 
game; and Madeleine Potter the 
tart and lively Lady Castledean. 

Ivory’s collaborator on some of 
his best projects, Tony Pierce- 
Roberts, has lit and shot the film 
so well that the color contrasts are 
dramatic, even shocking, but also 
evocative and emotionally right. 
Andrew Sanders’ production de¬ 
sign and John Bright’s costumes 
are also superb. But The Golden 
Bowl succeeds because it’s all of a 
piece, and because it makes the 
characters matter. “I had come to 
miss you so much I thought my 
heart would break,” Charlotte says 
to Amerigo. You feel her care and 
her sorrow. Not a mean thing for a 
picture to accomplish, especially 
in these relentlessly dumbed- 
down times, when we expect so 
little, and usually get much less 
than we expect. But not here. ▼

rson Welles was born to film 
Franz Kafka’s unfinished 
1925 novel, The Trial. Its 
surrealist structure, graphic, hal¬ 
lucinatory imagery, and lack of 
traditional plot all play to Welles’ 
strengths as a director. He was free 
to indulge in one nightmarish se¬ 
quence after another, unburdened 
by conventional logic or tight sto¬ 
rytelling structure. After the ex¬ 
pensive commercial failure of The 
Lady from Shanghai (1948), Welles 
could not get much financial 
backing for his subsequent pro¬ 
jects. Although he directed 1958’s 
Touch of Evil, he was only paid to 
act in it. Somehow, he raised the 
money in Europe to make this 
1962 movie, which plays the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre on Friday, May 18. 

Anthony Perkins stars as 
Joseph K., a minor bank officer

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who lives in a boarding house in 
an unnamed European city. He is 
awakened by plainclothes police¬ 
men, who tell him he is being 
charged with a crime, without 
ever telling him what it is. They 
are accompanied by three of his 
professional colleagues, who are 
silent but seem to be looking for 
evidence of some kind. At first he 
insists the police must be mistak¬ 
en and that he has nothing to fear. 
He is initially consoled by another 
boarder (Jeanne Moreau). Al¬ 
though they are attracted to each 
other, she soon makes it clear she 
wants nothing to do with him — 
she is frightened that his problems 
will become hers. 

Determined to establish his in¬ 
nocence, Joseph goes from one 
labyrinthine setting to another, 
each filled with dehumanized 
people. His bank office seems no 
different from the courthouse 
where accused individuals await 
their trial with the resignation of 
souls in limbo. At one point, he 
does speak out, - warning that 
“they” will not get away with it — 
that human dignity and freedom 
cannot be ignored so easily. He 
discovers that he is wrong. 

A cousin and an uncle offer as¬ 
sistance, the latter mainly con¬ 
cerned about the family’s well¬ 
being. At his insistence, Joseph 
goes to see The Advocate (Welles), 
who is influential and can help 
him. The Advocate’s assistant, 
Leni, is played by Romy Schneider. 
She finds condemned men sexy 
and quickly seduces Joseph. One 
client,Bloch (Akim Tamiroff), has 
been waiting to see The Advocate 
for a long time and sleeps in an 
airless maid’s room, wanting to be 


near just in case he is summoned. 
The Advocate’s offices are as 
maze-like as the courthouse or the 
other government buildings. Each 
turn leads to another strange dis¬ 
covery, another false hope, or an¬ 
other dead end, increasing 
Joseph’s fears and panic. 

Horror houses 

The film’s black-and-white im¬ 
ages are startling. .Elegant 
neo-Baroque buildings are con¬ 
trasted with blank highrises, each 
as impenetrable as the last, each 
housing some new horror, each 
promising respite, only to renege 
and increase Joseph’s terror when 
confronted by the complete lack 
of reason or integrity he finds 
everywhere. His sense of insignif¬ 
icance is like what visitors feel 
when walking through the over¬ 
whelming temples of Ancient 
Egypt, which were designed to 
dwarf human beings. Welles’ 
script and Edmond Richard’s cin¬ 
ematography superbly evoke 
Hannah Arendt’s famous assess¬ 
ment of totalitarian states, 
whether Marxist or Fascist: that 
they require emotionally isolated 
people to thrive. Such states make 
individuals feel alienated from 
their community, so that they are 
focused on their own survival, and 
are no longer able to help a neigh¬ 
bor in trouble. Instead, they look 
the other way, grateful that they 
are not the ones the police have 
come to take away. 

Welles narrates several sections 
eloquently, and is well-cast as The 
Advocate: inscrutable, self-indul¬ 
gent, arrogant, sadistic, and, like 
everyone else, frightened. It’s a 
grand part and he relishes it, filling

the screen figuratively and literally. 
His veteran colleague Tamiroff 
grovels with long-established pro¬ 
ficiency, yet manages to make 
Bloch’s sniveling touching; he’s all 
weepy terror. Moreau is fine, al¬ 
though her role is far too brief. 
Schneider, a popular Austrian in¬ 
genue and staple of European 
films in the ’50s and ’60s, is lively 
and charmingly kinky as Leni. 

But the acting honors go to 
Perkins, who does some of his best 
work in this film. His handsome 
face, with its tight expression, per¬ 
fectly conveys a man trying to 
conceal his feelings. It is impossi¬ 
ble not to read into Joseph’s ever¬ 
more desperate attempts to escape 
the corrupt police Perkins’ own 
guilt-ridden attempts to flee from 
his homosexuality. He uses denial, 
charm, money, anger, logic, sym¬ 
pathy, only to watch them all 
blunted by the unblinking bu¬ 
reaucrats he meets at every turn. 
In the gripping climax, he at last is 
freed from his nightmare, but at a 
terrible price. ▼

work out, I just don’t know.” 

Taking a second to focus on 
her lesbian adulation, she contin¬ 
ues, “Well, I’ve played a lot of 
characters that are sort of sexual¬ 
ly ambiguous, either lesbian or bi¬ 
sexual. In Cowgirls Get the Blues, I 
was omnisexual, and in Henry and 
June, I was sort of omnisexual, 
too. So I think that may be part of 


the reason. 

“Also, I don’t have any discrim¬ 
ination. I don’t have any problem 
embodying that. I have all but love 
for it.” 

But by taking on these roles, 
parts actresses might have rejected 
10 or 20 years ago, Uma is defi¬ 
nitely making it easier for young 
lesbians, especially those with high 
cheekbones, to come out. Does she 
understand that what she’s doing 
has political significance? 

“Yeah,” Uma agrees. “Well, you 


do realize that when you go to do 
something, and people say to you, 
‘You shouldn’t do that,’ and you 
go, ‘Really! Why not? Oh, that’s a 
good reason. That’s exactly why I 
will do it. Thank you so much for 
cementing my decision.’ 

“So these things are very obvi¬ 
ous. There are many actors who 
wouldn’t play a homosexual part, 
and there are many actresses who 
wouldn’t want to play a lesbian 
part. I needn’t say any more.” 

And who am I to argue? ▼

For another, as he said during this 
interview: “You and I think alike 
about opera. We love it passion¬ 
ately, and we always expect, when 
the curtain goes up, that it will be 
wonderful.” 

Implicit is his understanding 
that I have a right to get mad when 
it is not wonderful. He does, too, 
though that is not well-known. 
“When the performance is bad, I’ll 
know it in the first ten minutes. 
C’mon, you think I need critics to 
tell me when something is not 
working? I’m the first to know, and 
I do try to learn from my mistakes. 
As I have said many times: ‘Ladies 
and gentlemen, believe me, I do 
not plan my failures.’” 

Stephanie von Buchau: When you 
first came to SFO as a stage di¬ 
rector in 1963, did you think this 
was one of the top half-dozen 
opera companies in the world? 

Lotfi Mansouri: Absolutely, be¬ 
cause of the unbelievable reperto¬ 
ry Mr. Adler was doing. In those 
days we performed as many as 14 
different operas, two or three per¬ 
formances each. Long before I 
knew I was coming here as GD, I 
said that SFO was my favorite 
opera company. 

Thirty-eight years later, is it still 
one of the top six? 

I like to think it is, but it has to 
struggle to stay there. Look at this 
statistic: In 1960, there was only 
one professional-opera company in 
California: SFO. We took produc¬ 
tions to San Diego, Los Angeles, 
Berkeley, Sacramento. In 2001, 
there are 22 professional opera 
companies. In the old days, it was 
nothing to hire a major star and 
have them stay here for three 
months. But now, with Seattle, 
Chicago, San Diego, Houston all 
competing, we have to work hard¬ 
er to maintain SFO in top position. 

What about star singers? One of 
the complaints I hear constantly is 
that you don't have "the stars" 
the way Mr. Adler did. 

It used to be “stars” and every¬ 
body else. Now things are closer 
together, but if you ask our sub¬ 
scribers, there are only two stars... 
Pavarotti and Domingo... 

Exactly. The audience pays the 
bills, but sometimes they are just 
ignorant. It’s all that PR and hype 
they listen to. The stadium con¬ 
certs, the Three Tenors, the CDs, 
so they think that is what they 
want to hear. I just went to 
Pavarotti’s Aida at the Met, and it 
was painful. 1 don’t know why this 
guy doesn’t stop. He doesn’t need 
the money, but he is destroying his 
own legend. 

When I think of stars today, I 
think of Renee Fleming, Olga 
Borodina, Dmitri Hvorostovsky, 
Carol Vaness. These are wonderful 
artists. You heard what Olga did in 
Tsar’s Bride last fall? She is simply 
unbelievable, a major, major star. 

Aside from the stars, what about 
repertory? What did you want to 
do that you couldn't, and why not? 

A lot. More Russian works. For 
instance, Sadko, just too expensive 
and complicated, and Coq d’or , 
which you’ll see soon. I wanted to 
do Die Tote Stadt with Renee and 
computer graphics. I wanted to do 
Montemezzi’s The Love for Three 
Kings, which hasn’t been seen here 
since Dorothy Kirsten did it. 

But, Lotfi, it's a dreadful piece! 

No, no, it’s fun. It’s no more 
dreadful than some of the junk 
that keeps subscribers happy. 

Explain to me something about 
programming that I don't under¬ 


stand. In 1994, SFO had a fantas¬ 
tic season of unusual operas: 
Herodiade, Fiery Angel, The Dan¬ 
gerous Liaisons, Rossini's Otello, 
Mefistofele, most of which sold, by 
your own accounting, better than 
the Trovatores and the Lucias. 

Why did you stop? Why did 
you retrench the rep the following 
season? 

It’s a balancing act. The board 
gets very nervous. It’s like walking 
on a ledge. We’ve done plenty of 
new and interesting work since. 
And we’ve brought great conduc¬ 
tors here. 

Let us pass on that and ask about 
stage directors. We've had the 
whole gamut from Peter Sellars 
to Andrei Serban to John Copley. 
You try it all. Some of it works, 
and some doesn't. But when Ser¬ 
ban literally rewrites the ending 
of Puritani, why do you put up 
with it? 

My take on it is that I am also a 
stage director, and I am uncom¬ 
fortable asking another director to 
change something. They think I’m 
doing it because I assume I can di¬ 
rect it better. If I make a suggestion 
to John Copley, for instance, he 
says, “Well, my dear, why don’t you 
just direct it yourself,” dripping 
sarcasm. Which I resent because 
he is taking away my prerogative as

general director by implying that 
it is a stage director’s ego thing. 

But maybe your feelings are not 
as important as the composer? 
Maybe you just have to let people 
hate you to keep Bellini or Verdi 
from being trashed? 

But I do intervene. Our last 
Dutchman was a disaster dramat¬ 
ically. Jimmy Morris wanted to 
walk out; he was being asked to do 
things that were impossible. So I 
called in the director and mildly 
suggested that we might have a 
problem, and he gives me a 


half-hour lecture on the meta¬ 
physics of myths. Now I have this 
line that I sometimes use with 
these French and German intel¬ 
lectuals: “You must understand 
that here in the Far West, we are 
not as sophisticated as you. So if I 
have to choose between the meta¬ 
physics of myth and James Mor¬ 
ris, I choose Mr. Morris.” 

Now that you are leaving, what 
will you do? 

Nothing, I hope. As an Iranian, 
I firmly believe “what will be, will 
be,” so I try not to plan anything. 


I’ll probably do some work with 
young singers. I try to stimulate in¬ 
dividuality in young artists, be¬ 
cause one of the dangers with 
Americans is that they are so pro¬ 
ficient that they become glossy and 
rigid. In the old days, you turned 
on the Met and after two notes, 
you knew who was singing. Now 
you can’t tell. They all sound alike. 
I preach to youngsters: Don’t read 
critics, don’t listen to CDs. Sing 
with your own voice, your own 
sensibility. Be an individual. Why 
is Maria Callas more important 
now than ever? Because she was an 
individual. So were Joan [Suther¬ 
land], Gwyneth [Jones], Leonie 
[Rysanek], Pilar [Lorengar]. 


You just named all of my favorite 
singers. 

I told you we heard opera alike. 
I’m also going to write a book. 
Not about what I ate or who I met 
or about opera for opera groupies. 
I’m selfish enough to want to 
write something that has a socio¬ 
logical and historical background. 
I want to write about opera on a 
larger canvas. I’ve been doing this 
for nearly half a century. When I 
leave SFO, I’ll be 72. And one of 
the things I’ve learned is how to 
make an exit. You don’t want to 
hang around until people say, “My 
God, is he still here?” ▼

'Master Harold' holds up 20 years later

■ t’s easy to think of “ Master 

Harold” ... and the boys as a 
M play about apartheid, and, with 
apartheid’s official dismember¬ 
ment in South Africa, that Athol 
Fugard’s 1982 play has somehow 
lost its potency. Neither of these 
notions is true. 

Fugard, a white native of South 
Africa, spent much of his play¬ 
writing career dealing with the 
ramifications of apartheid, but the 
stakes in “ Master Harold” are 
much broader than the institu¬ 
tional racism of one country. The 
redemption of a soul, Fugard 
seems to be saying, is stronger 
than any transient legislation. 

ACT’s current production at 
the Geary Theatre is a finely tuned 
rendering of Fugard’s play, one 
that finds the heart of the situa¬ 
tion while building to a climax of 
almost unbearable intensity. It is 
grounded in three exquisite per¬ 
formances and a masterful job of 
direction by Laird Williamson. 

“Master Harold” is the most 
autobiographical of Fugard’s 
plays, taking us back to his youth 
in Port Elizabeth, where his fami¬ 
ly ran a tea room. The play begins 
with 17-year-old Hally warmly 
reminiscing with two long-time 
black employees about the adven¬ 
tures they have shared. Harold 
fashions himself as something of 
a mentor and tutor to Sam, the 
more dynamic of the two men, 
but it turns out that the relation¬ 
ship is really the reverse. 

Harold’s unsettled relationship 
with his unseen father, a crude racist 
with a crippled leg and a thirst for al¬ 
cohol, boils over on this rainy day in 
the tea room. In frustration, Harold 
lashes out at Sam, his surrogate fa¬ 
ther, using the racial trump card to 


score an ugly victory. The play ends 
on a note of very tentative hope. 

As Sam, Steven Anthony Jones 
provides the centerpiece perfor¬ 
mance, driving the character with 
heartfelt warmth, dignity, and 
passion. Jonathan Sanders, who, at 
17, is the same age as Harold, 
holds his own on the Geary stage 
with an emotionally exposed per¬ 
formance. Gregory Wallace pro¬ 
vides Willie with a sweet counte¬ 
nance that creates the third point 
in this inequilateral triangle. 

“Master Harold” ... and the 


boys doesn’t have the cache of a 
hot new play dealing with a story 
ripped from today’s headlines. But 
at 20 years old, this work proves it¬ 
self greater than the political situ¬ 
ations that once made it seem part 
of a cause. This may be a story 
that begins in black and white, but 
that’s not where it finishes. ▼

squeezing some eyedrops onto his 
orbs. “So I think you would have 
to say he was certainly gay, but not 
in any way as somebody who 
could ever realize those feelings. 

“Here’s an interesting thing. I 
was going through a bunch of my 
stuff the other day, and I found a 
very interesting article that had 
been written for The Advocate way 
back in either the late 70s or the 
early ’80s. It was about Henry 
James’ feelings for his own broth¬ 
er, William, and how that relation¬ 
ship was probably of all relation¬ 
ships in James’ life the strongest 
and most compelling. No one was 
ever suggesting there was any sort 
of unsavory thing between them. 
But just that the greatest relation¬ 
ship of his life was his relationship 
with his brother. I thought that 
was pretty interesting. I’ve never 
seen any report on it since.” 

War and peace 

Having gotten the Jamesian 
questions out of the way, I 
marched into Ivory’s past, noting a 
site on the Internet focusing on 
gay people who served in the mil¬ 
itary. There under the title, “17 Fa¬ 
mous Bisexual or Gay Men who 
Served in the Army,” Gore Vidal 
and Ivory were listed. 

“There must be so many other 
famous people,” Ivory modestly 
argued. 

Getting the point, I noted that 
Ivory, besides being an interna¬ 
tionally acclaimed director, was 
also sort of an icon to the gay 
community: he was openly gay, in 
the midst of a long-lasting cre¬ 
ative/love relationship, and the 
helmer of Maurice, which has un¬ 
shackled so many people, making 


their coming out easier. The film 
has been such a comfort to hordes 
of gays ever since its initial release. 

“Well, Maurice really is a love¬ 
ly film, I think,” a pleased Ivory 
proffered. “I saw it the other day 
again. I know it meant a lot to so 
many, many people. We expected 
with that film that there would be 
a lot of criticism of it, that it 
would be attacked. But we were 
wrong, because I think it came at 
just the time when people dared 
not to attack, because it was a time 
in which so many people were 
dying from AIDS. AIDS was obvi¬ 
ously this tremendous tragedy 
within the gay community, and I 
think the people who might have 
attacked the film did not attack it 
because of that.” 

With the success of Maurice, 
more money was freed for many 
other films to deal with gay sub¬ 
ject matter. 

“Well, you know, I’ve hardly 
seen any of those. The only out- 
and-out — that’s not the word I 
want to use — the only un¬ 
abashedly gay film I’ve seen re¬ 
cently which I really thought was a 
good work of art and a good 
movie was Happy Together. 

“As for the rest, I can’t judge 
because I haven’t seen enough of 
these films. But I feel if anything 
that they’ve not really been seri¬ 
ously made yet, these kind of 
films. They haven’t gone far 
enough. I’m not sure if it’s possi¬ 
bly the audience rejection of it. Or 
it’s not carried far enough. Or 
there’s too much toying around or 
something.” 

Then, after admitting he had 
not read Vito Russo’s The Celluloid 
Closet, he shook my hand, tidied 
himself up, and elevatored down¬ 
stairs to lunch with his lover Is¬ 
mail, who was patiently awaiting 
him. ▼

Director, choreographer Susan Stroman prepares 1 Contact' for SF run

S usan Stroman has three 
shows running on Broad¬ 
way, and Nos. 4 and 5 are on 
their way. In the meantime, the di¬ 
rector and choreographer is in San 
Francisco preparing a new com¬ 
pany of Contact that is launching a 
national tour from the Curran 
Theatre. That one of the other of 
those three show is The Producers, 
the hottest ticket Broadway has 
seen in years, only adds to the 
whirlwind surrounding Stroman. 

But in the middle of a grueling 
tech week at the Curran, Stroman 
was right on time for an interview 
and seemed breezily calm about 
her daunting schedule and her el¬ 
evation to sainthood on Broadway. 
“I’ve never been this busy, so it 


dance club. “I was at this club, and 
in this sea of dark clothing that all 
New Yorkers wear, a girl in a yel¬ 
low dress appeared,” she said.

Blank check 

That image was still fresh in

Stroman has said that she im¬ 
mersed herself in work after her 
husband, director Mike Ockrent, 
died of leukemia just over two 
years ago. Is she ready to pull 
back? “Not yet,” she said softly. 
“Not yet. I’m sure that will come, 
and it will come naturally.” 

Another happy distraction will 
be the Tony Awards on June 3, 
which should add a couple more 


Tony Awards to a collection start¬ 
ed with her work on Crazy for You 
and Show Boat. She said she will 
be in “frock shock” that day. 

“I expected people to like The 
Producers, because it makes peo¬ 
ple laugh,” she said, “but it has ac¬ 
tually affected the entire Manhat¬ 
tan community, and I can’t ever 
remember experiencing that.” 

Stroman, who dreamed as a 
girl of being a choreographer as 
she sat under the piano while her 
father played, has gone far beyond 


what she could have imagined 
back in Wilmington, Del. “When I 
stand in the back of an audience 
and see them moved by some¬ 
thing I’ve done, it gives me a 
thrill,” Stroman said. “I do have to 
pinch myself, because that’s a lot 
of people to move every night.” ▼

is a bit tricky,” she said. “But I also 
know it’s one of those times I need 
to relish, because it’s not always 
going to be like this.” 

With The Producers, she helped 
Mel Brooks put his vision on 
stage. And with her other current 
Broadway show, the revival of The 
Music Man, she was working 
within the constraints of an exist¬ 
ing script. But Contact is her baby 
from start to finish, and she is still 
amazed that it has become a full- 
scale hit Broadway musical. 

In fact, Stroman didn’t even 
think of it as a musical while she 
was creating it in a workshop sub¬ 
sidized by Lincoln Center. When 
it opened in the smaller of Lincoln 
Center Theatre’s two spaces, she 
was still calling it a “dance play.” 
But after it moved into the larger 
theater and became eligible for 
Tony Awards (which it won), it 
needed to be redefined. 

“After I created it, all of a sud¬ 
den I was being forced into a cate¬ 
gory, so the critics and the Tony 
committee decided we were a mu¬ 
sical,” she said. “But what was great 
about creating Contact is that I did¬ 
n’t have to think about categories 
during the process. I was down 
there in the basement at Lincoln 
Center with a bunch of dancers 
creating a new form for myself.” 

Using existing recordings of 
pop tunes and classical pieces, the 
three segments of Contact tell 
their stories through some dia¬ 
logue, a lot of dance, and no 
singing. “For me, the most impor¬ 
tant thing in choreography is the 
story,” Stroman said, “and this is 
another way to tell it.” 

The centerpiece of the produc¬ 
tion is the segment also titled 
“Contact,” and it was inspired by 
Stroman’s visit to a hip New York 


abusive husband, creates a fantasy 
of dance numbers whenever he 
leaves the table. The curtain raiser, 
a short scene titled “Swinging,” is a 
look at how French aristocrats 
amuse themselves on a summer 
day. 

“I think audiences have em¬ 
braced the show because the char¬ 
acters are accessible,” Stroman 
said. “In many musicals of the last 
10 years, what’s been lacking is 
characters that people can actual¬ 
ly relate to. Maybe they can imag¬ 
ine themselves as the character 
who can’t reach out and ask some¬ 
one to dance, or metaphorically, 
to take a chance in unfamiliar ter¬ 
ritory. Or maybe they imagine 
themselves in an abusive relation¬ 
ship where dance represents free¬ 
dom. And if they’re lucky enough, 
I suppose they imagine themselves 
as the girl in the yellow dress.” 

The original New York cast 
helped develop the show during 
workshops, and they now have the 
aura of a dream cast. Stroman 
claims she has assembled a second 
dream cast for the touring pro¬ 
duction. 

“Because I was able to be with 
them in rehearsal everyday, it’s not 
really just a recreation,” Stroman 
said. “It’s another version of Con¬ 
tact that they have now made their 
own. Because a lot of Contact is 
about the talent of the people who 
are in it, 1 was able to make it feel 
almost like their own creations.” 

Next up for Stroman is a mu¬ 
sical version of the Zola novel 
Therese Raquin that will be called 
Thou Shalt Not. Reset to New Or¬ 
leans in 1946, and with a score by 
Harry Connick, the musical will 
open at Lincoln Center in Octo¬ 
ber. And after long delay, her ac¬ 
claimed production of Okla- 
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Thursday, May 17

tonic Theater Project created the 
collaborative production. “Before 
the show started, the audience was 
so afraid and the actors were so 
afraid. It had been a year of two 
communities coming together, 
and now we were going to see the 
fruit of that relationship. As soon 
as it began, I saw how theater 
could talk to a community about 
this idea of an ‘us.’ It was magical.” 

The original production, featur¬ 
ing many of the same performers 
who conducted the 200 interviews 
with Laramie residents, begins per¬ 
formances this week at Berkeley 
Rep. It won’t necessarily be the en¬ 
tire original cast, because some of 
those performers are back in 
Laramie for a film adaptation that 
will eventually be shown on HBO. 

“The play has already been 
done in Florida and Philadelphia 
and Australia and Japan by other 
companies, so the machine 
works,” Kaufman said. “It just 
works in a different way. There is a 
way in which it becomes more of a 
play, and this is more of an event.” 

This is a return to San Francis¬ 
co for Kaufman and his company, 
who staged their acclaimed pro¬ 
duction of Gross Indecencies: The 
Three Trials of Oscar Wilde at The¬ 
atre on the Square in 1997. That, 
as with The Laramie Project, was 
inspired by Kaufman’s fascination 
with what he calls “watershed mo¬ 
ments.” 

“When I read the Oscar Wilde 
transcripts,” Kaufman said, “I re¬ 
member feeling that in those 
pages, Victorian men and women 
were telling us a generation later 
how they felt not only about ho¬ 
mosexuality, but about religion 
and the monarchy, and class, and 
all of those things. It is an event so 
powerful that it forces people to 
speak, and if one listens, one is 
able to hear ideas that permeate 
entire cultures.” 

Within two weeks of Shepard’s 
murder, Kaufman began to sense 
a watershed moment in the mak¬ 
ing. “It was the first time that we, 
as a nation, were looking at an

event of this nature, a crime 
against a gay man, and saying this 
is wrong,” he said. “I thought it 
would be fascinating to listen to 
what this horrible crime was 
bringing to the surface.”

Kaufman and company headed 
to Laramie not really knowing 
what the results of the first of what 
became six visits would be. They 
began by making contact with the 
head of the university theater de¬ 
partment, and he suggested others 
they should talk to. “We would 
hardly ever just walk up to some¬ 
one and start a conversation,” he 
said. “Mostly people would refer 
us to someone else. The way we 
became part of the community 
made us very different to them 
than how the media worked.” 

But many folks were still suspi¬ 
cious. “The one thing that saved us 
is that we were neophytes at con¬ 
ducting interviews, and I think we 
were much more terrified of being 
there than they were of us. I think 
our ignorance served us well.” 

The group did not try to inter¬ 
view Shepard’s parents or the 
murderers, though some of their 
words from public statements are 
included. “Very early on,” Kauf¬ 
man said, “I made the decision 
that this was going to be about the 
town of Laramie. This wasn’t 
going to be the Matthew Shepard 
murder-case play.” 

Because of that, the results are 


not the grim document that some 
theatergoers fear. “People have said 
they were afraid of seeing it be¬ 
cause they thought it might bru¬ 
talize them,” Kaufman said. “But 
they come out saying it’s an awe¬ 
inspiring thing, and full of humor 
because people are full of contra¬ 
dictions, and contradictions are 
the source of all humor. It’s about 
the life of a town, and that has 
room to be inspiring and depress¬ 
ing and funny and horrible.” 

The play, Kaufman stressed, is 
not a documentary. “I think the 
difference between us and news 
reporters is that a reporter re¬ 
moves himself or herself from the 
story, but in The Laramie Project, 
we are characters in the play as 
well as the people we interviewed. 
It’s a very personal project, one 
that pushes the boundaries of 
what each person in a theater 
company is asked to do.” 

When Kaufman was in San 
Francisco in 1997 with Gross Inde¬ 
cencies, he was still in awe of the 
success that had only arrived a few 
months before. The Laramie Pro¬ 
ject has cemented his stature as a 
theatrical star, but even as he en¬ 
joys the opportunities to have a 
dialogue with, say, a Tony Kushn- 
er or a Mike Nichols, he strives to 
stay grounded. 

“As long as you keep the focus 
on the work,” he said, “then it has 
a very anchoring effect. It’s very 
easy to get swallowed up in the 
foolishness of it all. Besides, when¬ 
ever my head gets anywhere other 
than straight, Jeff smacks it back 
into position.” 

Jeff is Jeff LaHoste, his partner 
of 13 years and the managing di¬ 
rector of the Tectonic Theater 
Project. They met shortly after 
Kaufman moved to New York 
from his native Venezuela. 

“I’m blessed to have an amaz¬ 
ing life partner,” Kaufman said. “I 
think the best part of all that’s hap¬ 
pened has honestly been that.” ▼

T he many faces of gender never 
cease to amaze me. Take last 
week at the opening of 
“TRANS-Art 2001” at the GLBT 
Historical Society. The room 
swarmed with gender variants, all 
looking fabulously chic, aglow with 
pride at the mind-boggling display of 
transgressive art, which included 
graphic depictions of much-discussed 
but rarely seen post-op genitalia. Cu¬ 
rator Jordy Jones was the center of 
attention, having orchestrated the dis¬ 
play. Board member Gerard 
Koskovich introduced him, com¬ 
mending him'on his contributions to 
the trangender community, the creme 
de la creme of which were on hand to 
admire Jones’ and others’ handiwork. 

In writing about Jones ih issue 18 a 
couple of weeks ago, I mistakenly re¬ 
ferred to him by a term I’d plucked off 
the Web, one apparently used mainly 
by Australian trannies, “gynander,” 
meaning roughly “a woman with male 
characteristics.” Much to my chagrin, 
when I approached Jones at the recep¬ 
tion to say what a terrific job he’d 
done, the first thing he said was that 
the strange term I’d used to describe 
him sure wasn’t going to get him any 
dates! He laughed when he said it, but 
I about died. 

Jones went on to greet gallery goers 
and delivered eloquent remarks wor¬ 
thy of a dignitary of his stature. His 
next cultural offering is coming up this 
Sunday, May 20,2-4 p.m. at the GLBT 
Historical Society (973 Market St., 
suite 400), a roundtable discussion ti¬ 
tled “Complications: Transgender 
Community and Culture in the SF 
Bay Area.” 

As for Koskovich, who has long 
been a major organizing force in this 
town, he was very much on hand at 
another event involving the GLBT 
Historical Society, “Lightbox, ”a ben¬ 
efit for the organization held in the 
Forum at Yerba Buena Center last Fri¬ 
day, May 11. That gala queer-art auc¬ 
tion and concert, featuring the elegant 
Kronos Quartet, brought out the big- 
money donors as well as us little folk 
to partake of the finest queer culture 
has to offer. “Viva Variety” show¬ 
man Steve Murray emceed the pro¬ 
duction, while Koskovich and GLBT 
Historical Society Executive Director 
Susan Stryker took turns urging bids 
on items by leading queer artists, and 
thanking the artists for their generous 
donations (and, I might add, for lur¬ 
ing so many cute art fags to one cen¬ 
tral location). Stryker indicated big 
changes are ahead for the Historical 
Society. Could a permanent location 
be in the cards? 

Speaking of boys (weren’t we?), 
they’re suffering. They’re on the verge 
of nervous breakdowns. Which boys? 
All boys, apparently, as documented in 
Boys Will Be Men, a film exploring 
the terrors and triumphs of growing 
up male in America. What’s needed is 
more caring and compassion. You can 
show yours by showing up at the 
screening on Wednesday May 23 at 7 
p.m. at Herbst Theatre, 401 Van Ness 
Ave.

T ruth and Illusion seems to be 
the theme of a number of 
painters and photographers 
showing in the city this month. 

San Francisco artist Jonathan 
Hammer, who is represented in 
New York by Matthew Marks, has 
been strangely overlooked in San 
Francisco. Refusalon (20 
Hawthorne St., tel. 546-0158) is 
trying to fix that with a handsome 
installation of Hammer’s latest 
photographs. The underground 
gallery, which is often transformed 
into a performance space or other¬ 
wise altered into something other 
than a traditional exhibition space, 
provides a surprisingly elegant set¬ 
ting for Hammer’s large C-prints, 
which are presented in plain wood¬ 
en frames against warm gray walls. 
The content belies the stately pre¬ 
sentation, however, and there are 
many levels of meaning to consid¬ 
er in Hammer’s work. 

Steamy photos of various sites 
in Brazil are altered digitally to in¬ 
clude the most disconcerting fig¬ 
ures lurking between buildings, or 
flying through the sky. A sense of 
danger pervades the otherwise 
touristy photos, the largest of 
which shows a fabricated scene 
(“Plaza of the Pelourinho”) where 
a phallic whipping-post com¬ 
mands a public square in real life. 
In the photo, transparent figures 
of a seemingly jolly nature (a 


clown, a wooden hand-toy acro¬ 
bat) are superimposed on the 
scene, conjuring up ghosts of 
souls who have passed through 
what appears to be a benevolent 
contemporary scene. (The red 
nose of a clown comes from a tra¬ 
dition of nasal mutilation that 
preceded public torture; did you 
know that?) The figures are Ham¬ 
mer’s own drawings, manipulated 
to look three-dimensional, and 
then imposed upon the scene 
both physically and emotionally. 
Closes May 26. 

There are only six of Nicky 
Hoberman’s large, colorful paint¬ 
ings at Rena Bransten Gallery (77 
Geary St., tel. 982-3292), but they 
certainly fill a room. The British 
painter renders her female, or 
wannabe female, figures with a 
hyperrealism, then distorts them, 
or crops them in half, and deco¬ 
rates them with outrageous wigs 
or over-the-top drag. The juxta¬ 
position of little girls playing 
dress-up and London drag queens 
making a living playing dress-up 
is a jarring one. Her paintings, 
which appear to be air-brushed 
acrylics but which are, in fact, oils, 
are on view through June 2. 

San Francisco artist Jeffrey 
Long has returned from several 
years in New York, and his 
thoughtful latest paintings are on 
view this month at 49 Geary at 
Toomey-Tourell. While Long’s 
work initially appears abstract, hid¬ 
den mysteries lie not far beneath

the surface. Maps and print, hand¬ 
written words and other patterns 
from man and nature comprise the 
meticulously crafted geometric 
shapes of the paintings. The writ¬ 
ten word has played an important 
part in Long’s work for some time, 
and a particularly moving work 
here exploits his fascination with 
language as a reflection of socio¬ 
cultural phenomena. Long shows 
the route of slave trade from Africa 
to America, and the words that 
seem to swim the waters between 
the two continents show the trans¬ 
formation of the slaves’ names into 
their American aliases. 

Wax museum 

Fraenkel Gallery is showing the 
truly disconcerting gelatin silver 
print “portraits” of Hiroshi Sugi- 
moto. Winston Churchill stares 
out of his frame at the viewer in a 
typical bulldog stance. Princess 
Diana, demur in a beaded'gown, 
casts a sideways glance at the cam¬ 
era. Then there is ... Rembrandt? 
Several of the wives of Henry 
VIII? Photographs they are, but 
the models are wax effigies of the 


real thing. The elegance of the 
portraits is difficult to balance 
with the facsimile nature of the 
subject, and the details that sepa¬ 
rate the “real” from the “false” beg 
for the viewer’s attention. But 
then, how “real” is a photograph? 
The concept reminds me of the fa¬ 
mous Magritte painting, in which 
a painting on an easel of a “fake” 
landscape appears in front of a 
window showing a “real” land¬ 
scape. But of course there is noth¬ 
ing real about the entire artifice. 

If you can’t afford a “real” Sug- 
imoto, there is a rather nice poster 
of a wax Queen Elizabeth II for 
$15. Through June 30 at 49 Geary. 

For something more solid, see 
the latest work of Peter Voulkos at 
Braunstein/Quay Gallery (430 
Clementina, 278-9850). If not as 
sensuous as his early work, the 
rough-hewn ceramics still com¬ 
mand respect. Voulkos, now well 
into his 70s, has managed to blur 
the line between craft and art over 
the past several decades, and if his 
“stacks” resemble functional 
chimneys (I noticed that some 
are, in fact, used as ashtrays by the 


artist), it is still a pleasure to con¬ 
sider them from every possible 
angle. The gallery has mounted 
the freestanding works on revolv¬ 
ing pedestals, and gallery visitors 
are encouraged to spin them. I 
prefer the wall-mounted discs, 
whose cracked textures remind 
me the of the paintings of Spain’s 
Antoni Tapies. Through June 2. 

At Gallery Paule Anglim (14 
Geary, also through June 2), local 
artist Gay Outlaw is showing her 
latest work in the small back 
room. Best known for her sculp¬ 
tures made of fruitcakes and 
sugar, Outlaw has in recent years 
moved on to industrial materials. 
A series of rubber tubing, cut on 
the bias like asparagus and wall- 
mounted, reflects her recent mon¬ 
umental sculpture (“Black Hose 
Mountain” at the Berkeley Art 
Museum) of the same material. 
Installed nearby on the floor are a 
group of resin sculptures which 
appear to be the “negative” of the 
rubber “positive.” Their holes, per¬ 
forations and pores give the sculp¬ 
tures a sensuality that the new 
Prada building will never have. T

In Maremma by David Leavitt and 
Mark Mitchell; Counterpoint, $24 

louted as a memoir/travel 
book, In Maremma allows 
authors David Leavitt and 
Mark Mitchell to reveal them¬ 
selves in ways they would not, if 
they knew what they were doing. 
This exceedingly thin work de¬ 
scribes their process of buying and 
rehabilitating a ’50s tract home in 
Maremma, the poorest province 
in Tuscany (how do you spell 
“down-market pretentiousness?”) 
It is not well-written or organized, 
and it illuminates little outside the 
authors’ own self-absorption. 

We are offered superficial tales 
of Italian laborers and neighbors 
who all witness the challenges 
Leavitt and Mitchell face ordering 
furniture, painting, and hiring 
contractors. The book is full of 
musings like, “as we began our 
new life in Italy, we wanted to 
learn to edit our possessions more 
stringently: to own a few things, 
but lovely things. What need had 
we of closets?” What need, indeed. 
The unintended double-entendre 
here is that the authors, a gay cou¬ 
ple, spend the entire book talking 
about their rural Italian life-

among-the-little-people, yet never 
once think to comment on the re¬ 
action of these same people to 
having a gay American couple in 
their midst. They are more ob¬ 
sessed with relating the minutiae 
of ordering fabric from London 
design studios. 

One can only wish the authors 
well in their challenges dealing 
with their own Tuscan fabulous¬ 
ness. But individually or collec¬ 
tively, if Leavitt and Mitchell real¬ 
ly had a life, they wouldn’t be writ¬ 
ing books like this one. T 


Havana hijinks

F rom its trashy, pulp-fiction 
cover, you know the first 
Daniel Chavarria novel to be 
translated into English will not 
take you into Masterpiece Theater 
territory. This Uruguayan novelist 
spins a loony, captivating yarn 
about a scheming Havana hooker 
named Alicia who is determined 
to get her exceedingly fetching ass 
out of Cuba. She meets her match 
in the form of Canadian business¬ 
man Victor King, a Mel Gibson 
lookalike and calculating manip¬ 
ulator who is attempting to 
launch a tourist Mecca for divers 
off the coast of Cuba. 

Adios Muchachos includes a 
crossdressing Dutch multimil¬ 
lionaire as the gay linchpin who 
keeps Alicia and Victor’s dreams 
alive — until his unfortunate ac¬ 
cidental death. At this point in the 
story, Alicia and Victor have to act 
fast to prevent the discovery of her 
wild sexual escapades with dozens 
of partners, all captured on video¬ 
tape by Victor at the home of the 
deceased Dutchman. The plan: 



hide the evidence, then fake a kid¬ 
napping and try to extort money 
from the dead man’s family. 

Chavarria’s work is in the 
long-standing tradition of pi¬ 
caresque comic novels. His story is 
fast-paced and filled with lots of 
titillating sexual episodes that are 
as amusing as they are erotic. And 
his vision of present-day Cuba, as 
a country where everyone hustles 
something, rings true. Adios 
Muchachos is a fun read, perfect 
escapism for the reader seeking 
lightweight farce. ▼
